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Clinton foes

WASHINGTON — Congressional 
Republicans pushed yesterday for 
release of the videotape of tJS 
President Bill Clinton's grand jury 
testimony about Moaica Lewinsky, 
as the White House beefed up its 
Ojfrrt to bead off impeachment. 
•The White House announced 
that Clinton will receive weekly 
spiritual counselling to bold him 
“accountable for his behavior*' and 
resist “temptations that have con¬ 
quered him in the past" 

The counselling comes as 
'Clinton tries to steer a two-track 
strategy of public contrition and 
legal hardball to remain in office. 
He has repeatedly apologized for 
the affair with Lewinsky and 
asked the public for forgiveness. 
At the same time, he has dis¬ 
patched his lawyers to vigorously 
rc&ut independent counsel 
KfrSneth Starr's report on the 
affair and possible impeachable 
offenses. 

In the House of Representatives, 
several members of the Judiciary 
Committee and its staff went to a 
guarded room near the Capitol to 
review 17 boxes of evidence that 
Starr said supports his claim 


Clinton committed possible 
impeachable offenses during the 
affair with the former White House 
intern. 

The committee is expected to 
meet in closed session today or 
tomorrow to begin deciding how 
much more should be made avail¬ 
able to a public that, according to 
polls, has said it has had enough 
already. 

Sen. Frank Murkowski, an 
Alaska Republican, said Clinton 
should reimburse Americans for 
the costs of the Lewinsky part of 
the Starr inquiry, which was 
delayed for seven months by the 
president’s refusal to admit his 
behavior. 

“As a result of the president's 
plan of public deception, the inves¬ 
tigation of independent counsel 
Starr has been unnecessarily pro¬ 
longed,” Murkowski said on the 
Senate floor: “Equity demands that 
the costs of die delays should be 
borne by the president and not the 
taxpayers." 

According to Murkowski. the 
cost of the Lewinsky part of 
Starr’s probe was estimated at 
$4.4 million.

US envoy Dennis Ross will like¬ 
ly return to Washington empty- 
handed at the week’s end. State 
Department spokesman James 
Rubin indicated yesterday. 

Rubin said Ross would report to 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright, who would consult 
President Bill Clinton on the next 
US move. 

With the end of Ross’s mission 
in sight, and still no progress 
reported, the sides are beginning 
to up the accusations against each 
other - with both wondering out 
loud if the other really wants to 
reach a deal. 

“Let me just say that 
Ambassador Ross continues his 
work,” Rubin told reporters. “He’s 
in meetings on all aspects of this 
and I would expect him to be 
returning toward the end of the 
week, and making some recom¬ 
mendations to tiie secretary and 
through her to the president about 


what we should do next,” 

He said Israel and the PA still 
have crucial issues to resolve and 
are not on the verge of a redeploy¬ 
ment agreement 

‘1 am not expecting an imminent 
breakthrough. On the contrary, 
there is an enormous amount of 
work going on,” Rubin said. 
‘There is a lot of work to do. And 
there are a series of issues, much 
of which will come as no surprise 
to you, that need to be worked out 
in detail in order for us to com¬ 
plete the interim package that we 
are trying to complete so that [we] 
can move directly to final-status 
talks. 

“That includes how much land 
would be turned over, what kind of 
land would be turned over, which 
land will be turned over. It 
includes a concrete program to 
fight terrorism, to front-load that 
program so that the security gets 
the sine qua non status that we’ve 
long called for."

Diaspora Jewry could drop 
by half in a generation

While most of world Jewry 
enjoy a high degree of personal 
safety, equal rights, and mfluence 
in their communities, assimilation 
rates are, continuing to climb and 
the Diaspora Jewish population 
could drop by half in a generation, 
according to a World Jewish 
Congress study. 

The annual pre-Rosh Hashana 
study put the total number of Jews 
worldwide at about 13.5 million, 
with the US still home to the 
largest population - 5.6 million. 
However. Israel, expected to have 
4.9 million Jews by the end of the 
coming Jewish year, will become 
the largest Jewish community 

within a few years, the report said. 

Of the 13.5 million, about one 

million are Orthodox. 

WJC director Dr. Avi Becker 
noted that developments m Jewish 
history sometimes “reject demo¬ 
graphic trends." 

“Right now assimilation is some¬ 
thing that worries Jewish communi¬ 
ties around the world, and the con¬ 
cept of Jewish continuity is the

‘This is part of the success story 
of world Jewry today," Becker 
said. “Jews are so much accepted, 
it is so popular to be Jewish in so 
many communities, particularly in 
North America, that we are being 
hugged by the society around us. 
They accept us and we enjoy equal 
opportunity, sometimes even more 
than that, so we are not looking 
anymore for our separate identi¬ 
ties. Tins is the interesting dialec¬ 
tic of modern emancipation. For 
us as Jews, the biggest challenge 
today is how to maintain a Jewish 
life in a post-emancipated society 
in the West” 

According to the report, anti¬ 
semitism is down worldwide. 
Interest in the Holocaust peaked 
with the reports in the past year 
regarding the looting of Jewish 
assets by the Nazis and their sym¬ 
pathizers, and the Swiss bank 
accounts story.

“The facts in this case do not establish that die knew in 
advance about the murder," Har-Shefi’s lawyer, Yosef Eton, said, 
adding that his client would appeal the conviction. “Even die 
judge's decision doesn't say she knew in advance.

President Ezer Weizman, Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
and Knesset Speaker Dan Tichon 
were united yesterday in con¬ 
demning die growing violence 
from within Israeli society. 

Addressing a - festive Jubilee 
gathering at the Supreme Court 
of prominent figures in the legal 
establishment, Weizman said:

“Since the municipality does 
not receive the budget it needs and 
deserves from the government, 
the municipality has undertaken 
activities to create savings,” said 
the mayor’s spokesman, Haggai 
Elias, also citing a freeze on 
municipality hiring and a collec¬ 
tion crackdown on municipal 
rates. Jerusalem's budget deficit 
stands at approximately NIS 1 bil¬ 
lion.

Education Minister Yitzhak

An Education Ministry 
spokesman ad mined that the crite¬ 
ria had been changed, but said this 
was only done to comply with the 
High Court’s ruling. 

“The elements which had pre¬ 
vented the haredi groups from 
being included were removed," he 
said. “The High Court said that 
unless we changed the criteria, we 
couldn’t continue to fund the 
haredi groups out of these funds. 
We have to fund them, or they will 
go to the High Court and demand 
this - and win. So to find a way 
out, they changed the criteria, but 
are not harming die Zionist youth 
groups." 

The spokesman said the funding 
for the groups "comes from two 
different pies, as it did until now." 
He said the Zionist groups' bud¬ 
gets would even increase by some 
NIS 7 million this year.

Mordechai: We’re

Ail it takes is a responsible part¬ 
ner willing to enforce security in 
south Lebanon and Israel would 
be willing to take risks and with¬ 
draw its forces from that country. 
Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai said yesterday. 

But, be added, such a partner is 
hard to find and the IDF is in for a 
long haul in Lebanon. 

“We are looking everywhere for 
a partner to reach a security agree¬ 
ment that will remove the IDF 
from Lebanon, but will prevent the 
continuation of violence and tenor 
along the northern border,” 
Mordechai said. He was speaking 
at the annual memorial service for 
fallen Givati Brigade soldiers at 
the bullet-ridden fortress of 
Metzudat Yoav in the northern 
Negev. 

“All we are asking for is a com¬ 
mitment from an authorized and 
responsible body that wall be in 


charge of security in the South,” 
he added. “If such a body is found 
willing to sign a security Agree¬ 
ment with us, then we will take the 
risks and take our boys and chil¬ 
dren from south Lebanon" 

The ceremony was attended by 
top IDF commanders as well as 
families of the 109 soldiers who 
have fallen since the legendary 
Givati Brigade was reestablished 
in 1983. So far this year two Givati 
soldiers have fallen in Lebanon - 
Nikolai Rappaport and Assaf 
Rosenfold. 

‘The hand of time won’t touch 
them. They will remain forever 
young,” said Rosenfekl’s father. 
Udi. “All parents, friends, and 
brothers had dreams for them. 
They themselves had their own 
yearnings. But now, we parents 
mourn this unnatural loss.” 

Mordechai told the gathering 
that even though Israel is search¬ 
ing for a solution to get out of 
Lebanon, the IDF would remain 


there “to fight for many more 
days in order to ensure the securi¬ 
ty of the North and the security of 
die citizens of the state every¬ 
where.” 

Speaking earlier this week to 
military reporters. Mordechai said

“We are 
trying to make the Syrians see that 
such a move does not contradict 
their interests, but the Syrians feel 
otherwise and are doing all they 
can in an effort to keep the initia¬ 
tive from bearing results.” 


Arrow to be deployed next year

It is expected that the Arrow anti- 
ballistic missile will be operational 
by the middle of next year. Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu said 
yesterday, following Monday’s suc¬ 
cessful test.

“A protracted confrontation 
might also lead to Iran having to 
cut some of its assistance to 
Hizbullah and other Islamic-orien- 
tated organizations hostile to 
Israel,” he said. 

Shahvar, who lectures cm Iranian 
, affairs, stressed, however, that the 
prospect of a confrontation 
' between Iran and Afghanistan is 
still uncertain. 

A great deal, he said, would 
depend on the Taleban and events 
on the ground, as well as whether 
the pragmatic attitude of 
President Mohammed Khatami 
and his government would pre¬ 
vail over the ideological reason¬ 
ing of supreme Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei and the 
fundamentalists. 

“The pragmatists, I believe, 
would probably prefer a negotiat¬ 
ed solution to a confrontation 
which would disrupt efforts to 
rebuild the economy and improve 
the living standards of the people. 

“Khamenei and the fundamen¬ 
talists, on the other hand, feel they 
have to defend Iran’s national 
pride following what they see as 
Vhe massacre of Iranian diplomats 
Taleban fighters when the latter 
captured the mainly Shi’ite city of 
Mazar-i Sharif last week.” 

Shahvar noted that the Taleban. 
like most Afghans, are Sunni

Moslems and that Shi’ite Moslems, 
who are the majority in Iran, are a 
minority in Afghanistan. 

“Only on Monday another 
Sbi'ite stronghold, the home of the 
Hizb-i Wahdat Islam! group, 
which has been publicly supported 
by Khamenei, was overrun by the 
Taleban. 

“The failed 
Afghan policy 
cm the part of 
Khamenei in 
supporting this 
group might 
provide another reason for causing 
an escalation that could lead to war. 

“In fact a war, from the point of 
view of the Iranian fundamental¬ 
ists, could prove timely in divert¬ 
ing attention away from domestic 
problems and the efforts of the 
reformists. 

“Furthermore, Iran itself cannot 
ignore its image and role as the 
protector of the Shi’ites being 
shaken by the Sunni fundamen¬ 
talists without some form of retal¬ 
iation. It might also give the 
Iranian fundamentalists an oppor¬ 
tunity to try and export their 
Shi’ite revolutionary message to 
the Shi ’ i te communities in 
Afghanistan.” 

Iran invaded Afghanistan in 
1835 and again 1854, but was 
forced to withdraw on both occa¬ 
sions because of British interven¬ 
tion. Even before then, Iran covet¬ 
ed western Afghanistan and saw 
the provinces there as being part 
of what was then Persia. Iran 
could once again have territorial 
ambitions on its northern neigh¬ 
bor, he said. 

“A major factor that could help 
avert a confrontation between 
Iran and the Taleban, which now 
controls 90 percent of 
Afghanistan, would be the inter¬ 
vention of the super or regional 
powers or interested parties. So 
far this has not happened," 
Shahvar added.

Lockheed submits 
$2b. F-16 proposal

Lockheed Martin has submitted 
a detailed proposal to the air force 
for a $2 billion sale of more than 
50 advanced F-16 fighters in the 
final stretch of its competition 
against Boeing's F-15L industry 
sources said yesterday. 

The sources said the F-16s will 
consist of Block 50 jets with con¬ 
formal fuel tanks and advanced 
radar that will allow them to oper¬ 
ate at ranges of close to 1,000 
kilometers. In addition, the US 
Air Force is testing new standoff 
weapons that could be eventually 
installed on both the new F-16s 
and those already in the IAF fleet 

Some of the improvements, 
such as the longer range, will 
become standard in new F-16s and 
Israel will not be charged for their 
full cost, executives said. They 
said the conformal fuel tank 
would eventually become an 
option for many erf the aircraft in 
Israel’s existing fleet of 260 F-l6s 
bought over the last 20 years. 

“We’re leveraging this into our 
offer,”' said William McHenry, 
vice president of Lockheed 
Martin Tbctical Aircraft Systems, 
who like other company execu¬ 
tives refused to detail the propos¬ 
al to the Defense Ministry. 

In presentations to the Defense 
Ministry scheduled to begin 
•day, Lockheed Martin execu¬ 
tives are expected to pledge that at 
least 25 percent of the F-16s will 
contain indigenous subsystems. 
This will include electronic war¬ 
fare components, data link com¬ 
munications, and computer sys¬ 
tems. 

Boeing executives have been in 
Tel Aviv this week and have sub¬ 
mitted their proposal to the 
Defense Ministry and IAF. 

Still, Lockheed Martin execu¬ 
tives and defense sources agreed 
that several key questions remain 
unanswered. One example is the 
radar that will be installed on the 
F-16. Defense Ministry Director- 
General Ban Biran has pressed 
dial the system be produced by 
Elia Electronics Industries. The

Another part of the proposal by 
the two manufacturers is coopera¬ 
tion with local industry. Boeing 
and Lockheed Mania submitted 
first drafts of their proposals in 
New YoTk earlier this month, but 
Israeli officials have asked for 
several revisions that would allow 
cooperation between the two 
aerospace giants and small local 
hi-tech companies. 

Defense sources following the 
competition think that the IAF 
will recommend buying both 
planes, leaving the question of 
finance to the Defense Ministry. 
The IAF is said to want to acquire 
another 25 F-15Is for a total of 50. 
With Boeing offering an F-15I at 
about $55 million, this would 
leave about $1 billion for the pur¬ 
chase of F-16s. 

The Defense Ministry is pre¬ 
pared to spend up to S2J billion 
for the acquisition.

Jews today are found in more 
than 100 countries, the report 
said. Large communities include 
France (600,000). Russia 
(400.000), Canada (360,000), 
Ukraine (280,000), Great Britain 
(280.000), and Argentina 
( 220 , 000 ). 

Outside of Israel, there has 
been no natural growth in any 
Jewish community, and in some, 
the number of births is less than 
the number of deaths, the report 
said. 

“In Western societies today. 
Jews are known to be more mod¬ 
em than their society around 
them. Jews today in Western 
societies are among the less mar¬ 
ried with less children than the 
people around them. 

The growing rate of divorce 
and the growing number of sin¬ 
gles in Jewish communities con¬ 
tributes to negative growth, in 
addition to growing assimila¬ 
tion,” Becker explained. 

Some communities have grown 
thanks to immigration over the 
past 20 years, including Canada 
and Brazil. The renaissance in 
Jewish life in Germany contin¬ 
ues, largely due to the arrival of 
Jews from the CIS, and some 
70,000 Jews currently live there. 

Some 2,500 Jews live in Hong 
Kong and some 7,000 in Panama, 
representing what the report said 
are new economic opportunities 
for Jews in those places.

Critics, including many inside the 
Israeli defense establishment, warn 
against being carried away by the 
technological success. The Arrow is 
a very costly system, that diverts 
resources from other important pro¬ 
grams, including strategic deter¬ 
rence. Its coverage is limited, and in 
an extended attack, some warheads 
are likely to get through. Despite 
the successes of this test, or perhaps 
as a direct result of these achieve¬ 
ments, the Israeli debate on missile 
defense is only beginning.

For NIS 200, Hpmot Meir accepts 
applications to register people inter¬ 
ested in buying apartments at Har 
Homa, said company- director 
Eliyabu B’shari. About 80 people 
have signed up and they hope to 
register another 70, B’shari said. 
The company will "negotiate wife 
the contractors for a better deal on 
an apartment,” he said. He esti¬ 
mates that a four-bedroom apart¬ 
ment will cost $140,000. 

B’shari hopes that tenders to build 
the site will be issued soon, so be 
can negotiate wife contractors. As 
of last January, Netanyahu had cited 
technical problems as the cause for 
tire delay in issuing tire tenders, but 
said they would be issued by the 
rad of the first quarter of 1998. 

“All tire infrastructure - water, 
sewerage, electricity - was com¬ 
pleted months ago,” said Danny 
Naharau-Cohen, site manager for 
tire Shai Shem Tov construction 


company. 

“We’re ready to market Har 
Homa,” said Ministry of 
Construction and Housing 
spokesman Moshe Friedman.

Netanyahu’s communications

Zvi Hendel said fee delays on Har 
Homa reflect the government’s 
building policy in Jerusalem.

Sex harassment law takes effect Sunday 
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Advocates for women’s rights 
have high hopes for a groundbreak¬ 
ing new law against sexual harass¬ 
ment which goes into effect aa 
Sunday. 

At a special all-day session 
Na’amat organized yesterday to 
examine the implications of fee new 
law, the organization’s legal advi¬ 
sor, Erti Pilpel, hailed the legislation 
as “a tool by which women can pre¬ 
serve their dignity” ami "a step in 
the long process of changing the 
norms of Israeli society to those in 
which a refusal to a proposition is 
taken at fare value.” 

While the law prohibits sexual 
harassment in all settings and by all 
sexes, its greatest impact is expect¬ 
ed to be on women in the workplace 
who suffer from suggestive 
remarks, unwanted physical con¬ 
tact, or threats of punishment if they 
do not respond positively to sexual 
advances. 

Attorney Michal Bar-On, who is 
responsible for workplace issues at 
Na’amat, says that the law will 


strengthen die ability of women in 
these situations to cake action, since 
it squarely {daces the responsibility 
for dealing with sexual harassment 
on her employer. 

The law spells out specific steps 
that a company must take within a 
prescribed timetable whenever a 
complaint of sexual harassment is 
made. If such steps are not taken, 
the company is considered as guilty 
of harassment as the individual 
accused of committing the action. 

“Until now, there were some pub¬ 
lic institutions that have had a 
process in place for dealing with 
complaints, but the business and 
private sector chose to ignore 
them,” Bar-On said. 

She also noted fear the new law, 
for the first time, makes the act of 
sexual harassment a crime and 
specifically spells out the type of 
behavior that is considered sexual 
harassment The new law also 
requires employers to inform and 
educate their employees as to fee 
new code of behavior expected of 
them. Every company must post 
government-suggested guidelines 


in a visible spot and is encouraged^ 
to hold seminars and training ses^v 
sons an fee subject 

Na’amat chairwoman Hedva 
Almog announced yesterday feat 
the organization would be meeting 
wife employers and workers com¬ 
mittees to explain and discuss the 
new law and has developed educa¬ 
tional materials for that purpose. 

Despite the general atmosphere 
of optimism regarding fee law, 
some speakers at yesterday’s sem- - 
mar warned that not all problems 
of sexual harassment will be T 
solved instantly, and that it will 
take time - and several legal 
precedents- before societal norms 
catch up to this ground-breaking 
legislation. 

Dr. Sharon Maigaliot, a law lec¬ 
turer at Berzliya’s tateidisaplinaiy' 
Center, warned that iris important: / 
feat “we do not represent this law as 
a weapon to be wielded by womear 
against men. It has to be anderetodl/ 
tha t this l egislati on is pan of r i . : 
mnmal fight by women and men far 
a fairer, more just and morefegm-* - 
fied society.” 
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The Tirat Carmel Stare 
Psychiatric Hospital, site of a 
number of suspected rapes and 
indecent acts in recent months, has 
not performed careful identity 
checks of people entering and 
leaving the facility, except to 
examine bags for weapons.

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BRATISLAVA, Slovakia - When 
Czechoslovakia split up more than 
six years ago. the Slovaks seemed 
to have obtained a good deal.

advanced Israeli subsystems; 
Yugoslavia has a huge arms indus¬ 
try that would become very attrac¬ 
tive once sanctions are lifted. 

“Beyond tee political criticism of 
'Yugoslavia and Serbia, there is 
very strong interest in teat country." 
an Israeli official said. "The minute 
sanctions are lifted, you will see 
very strong interest in this country 
and the competition to enter will be 
stiff” 

Slovakian officials said Israel is a . 
likely partner for future defense 
cooperation. Unlike some other 
countries in Eastern and Central 
Europe, Slovakia, with a defense 
budget of less than $500 milhon, ts 
not ready to modernize its 
' weapons. But its irafustrial capacity 
can be used by Isaeli companies to 
produce advanced — and cheap - 
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of cooperation, but we also need 
money for projects," a Slovakian 
official said “First the govern¬ 
ments have to complete several 
agreements.” 

Slovakian Foreign Minister 
Zdenka Kramplova said Israel can 
contribute high rech, while 
Slovakia can focus on engineering. 
*T think that tee main tasks should 
be joint ventures," she said in an 
interview. "Mechanical engineer¬ 
ing would be tee role of Slovakia. 
As far as Israel is concerned, we 
understand that Slovakia is not a 
priority, but there is interest.” 

Zdenka said Israel and Slovakia 
are currently working on a legal 
framework for joint ventures. They 
are drafting agreements to prevent 
double taxation and protect invest¬ 
ments. 

“There are real opportunities, but 
so far neither we nor Israel has 
made use of them." she said 

Israeli defense officials who have . 
visited Slovakia and other Central 
European countries say there is 
good reason for this. Most of these 
countries are close to broke and 
possess aging factories teat would 
require tens of millions of dollars to 
modernize. 

‘These countries have hig ideas," 
an Israeli defense official familiar 
with the area said They also don’t 
have money. What they want is for 
us to invest in them just like that.” 

At one point, the Central and 
Eastern Europeans bad Western 
companies interested in doing just 
that. When the Czech Republic, 
Hungary, and Poland were desig¬ 
nated as likely partners to join 
NATO, representatives of all three 
countries put out the word that they 
were ready to buy Western fighters 
and fast. Companies such as 
Boeing and Lockheed Martin 
flocked to open offices in Warsaw 
and Budapest The three countries 


in 


are scheduled to enter NATO 
April. 

Lockheed Martin Tactical 
Aircraft Systems vice president 
Robert Trice Jr. recalls spending 47 
days in these countries over the last 
year alone. He recalls tear he soon 
learned that these countries are in 
do position to buy. 

“These countries thought that 
they would be getting help from the 
West to enter NATO, as well as 
grants to buy Western equipment,” 
Trice said “But they soon under¬ 
stood there was no-money tor that" 

Still, there was enthusiasm in the 
race to sell the new NATO invitees 
planes. Bod fig went so far as to 
agree to pay $33 million for a 34% 
share in tee bankrupt Czech aero¬ 
space manufacturer Aero 
Vbdochody. Lockheed Martin 
turned down the offer, concluding 
that the Czech company needed up 
to $400 million in investment and 
wasn't worth saving. 

US companies, however, have not 
left Central and Eastern Europe. 
Instead they have participated in 
small-scale programs designed to 
train former East Bloc nations in 
modem military concepts. 

One such program is a US-fund- 
ing project to train former East 
Bloc nations in dr defense. So- 
called national sovereignty centos 
are bong established in tee Czech 
Republic, Hungary, and Poland 
and they will be followed by 2001 
with centers in Bulgaria, Romania, 
Slovenia, and Slovakia. 

Still, Israeli companies have 
found some solid customers in the 
region. One of the best is Slovenia, 
which with a defense budget of 
around $400 million, is willing to 
pay for a modern military. 

The result is lots of Israeli activi¬ 
ty. Some of the players include 
Elbit. Israel Aircraft Industries, 
Thdiran Com., and Radom. 


Slovenia has a long way to go. 
Officials said tee long term devel¬ 
opment of Slovenia’s military will 
be completed by 2010. By 2003, 
defense officials expect Slovenia to 
be S0% compatible with NATO. 

This will mean a large increase in 
the defense budget from the cur¬ 
rent 1.86% of gross national prod¬ 
uct for defense to 25% for the next 
five years. 

“Out cooperation with Israel is 
very good, especially between tee 
Slovenian Ministry of Defense and 
Israeli military industries” 
Slovenian Defense Minister Alojz 
Krapez said “Currently, we are 
preparing general agreements on 
cooperation on defense systems 
between our ministries. We would 
like-to-raise the cooperation to a 
higher level." 

Krapez said he expects Defense 
Minister Yitzhkk Mordechai to visit 
Slovenia. His trip had been post¬ 
poned and has yet to be resched¬ 
uled The two men are to sign an 
agreement for Israel to help train 
the Slovenian mihtaiy. 

But the Israelis will have plenty 
of competition in Slovenia as in tire 
rest of the region. Lubljana plans to 
open all programs to international 
competition. With the best econo¬ 
my of the former republics of ex- 
Yugoslavia, Slovenia is being 
flooded by Americans and 
Europeans looking to build teat 
country’s air defense and commu¬ 
nications systems. 

’Tn terms of future acquisitions, 
the criteria will be price, quality of 
equipment, and product support,” 
Krapez said "What is very impor¬ 
tant is product support. If we don't 
get good product support we can’t 
continue.’’ 


A proposal for a new, modular 
matriculation exam system aimed at 
attracting more pupils to take the 
tests and easing the burden on 
pupils, but maintaining standards, 
was published yesterday by the 
Education Ministry. 

The proposal, which still is sub¬ 
ject to the approval of representa¬ 
tives of institutions of higher educa¬ 
tion, teachers unions, and pupils, 
would only take effect in the 1999- 
2000 school year, and the current 
system, whereby pupils are tested 
on about 4/7 of tire material studied 
would remain in effect this school 
year. 

At its core is a new “modular’’ 
system which establishes “baric," 
“regular” and “advanced" levels for 
the exams. 

Passing at the “regular” level will 
be required fire a matriculation cer¬ 
tificate, but passing at the “baric” 
level can be used as a “building 
block" rewards reaching the next 
level, thereby either qualifying for 
or improving one’s matriculation 
certificate. 

Under tee new system, a pupil 
tatting an exam in English, for 
example, “can do the basic level 
first, and then [take another English 
exam at] the next, regular level, and 
tee same to make the third level. If 
the pupil tries to take the next high¬ 
er level and fails, he will still retain 
tire grade from the previous level, 
which is different from what hap¬ 
pens today. Today if he fails, he 
fails, but in this way, he retains what 
he has succeeded in. He can always 
ny again, before or after he finishes 
high school, in all subjects," Ruth 
Ottolenghi. director of the min¬ 
istry’s high-school division, said. 

The number of exams stays the 
same, but pupils would no longer be 
required to take at least one at an 


“advanced” level, as is currently the 
case. Pupils also would get up to 
four hours to complete each exam, 
compared re about two-and-a-half 
re three hours now. 

Pupils would be required to pass a 
matriculation exam in at least one 
science or technology-related sub¬ 
ject as one of teeir two non-manda¬ 
tory exams. They also would have 
to fulfill a community service 
requirement in a manner to be 
determined by each school. 

“We want more involved pupils to 
be involved, re understand that they 
also have to help people,” 
Education Minister Yitzhak Levy 
said. 

Levy said the proposal's main 
purpose “is to extend a hand re 
more pupils to take the matricula¬ 
tion exam... We want there to be 
more young people in Israel that 
have matriculation certificates, 
which open doors bote at universi¬ 
ties. other institutions and places 
where this is required." 

“This plan gives hope to those 
who never dreamed of trying to take 
the exam because they saw it as too 
difficult a challenge to do so, and 
tee motivation to start,” Education 
Ministry Director-General Benzion 
Dell. 

Ministry officials said that since 
the introduction of the modular sys¬ 
tem for English and math in a pilot 
program that began two years ago, 
some 5.000 more pupils have 
applied to take the exams. Winter 
and summer lest dates for English 
and math, offering pupils more 
options for taking and planning for 
tee exams, are also part of the pro¬ 
posal. 

Representatives of institutions of 
higher education, the teachers 
unions, and pupils met with Levy 
and his advisers yesterday and are 
re consider the report and make 
their recommendations soon. 


Levy said that Knesset Education 
Committee chairman Emanuel 
Zissman had given his blessing to 
the proposal, and that it had the 
backing of tteuniveisities, who had 
Opposed the “unit" and the lottery 
systems. Teachers approved the 
proposal with reservations, he said. 

Ben Mayost, representing the 
pupils, said after tee presentation; 
“We have to discuss these ideas in 
the council. The main problem is 
that wc don't see any real immediate 
easing of the bunten. The things that 
were done are welcome but could 
have been done five years ago. The 
changes made in the past by Amnon 
Rubinstein and Zevulun Hammer 
took into account the huge study 
burden on 12th graders, and this is 
not the case here, and that’s what 
bothers us. We’ll talk about it” 

Mayost welcomed the modular 
system, however, and said it would 
very much help weaker pupils. 

Nitza Barel, head of pedagogy for 
the Secondary School Tbachers 
Association, said that Levy’s pro¬ 
posal has some merit, and is aimed 
at increasing the number of pupils 
earning matriculation certificates. 

However, Prof. Dan Inbar, chair¬ 
man of the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem’s School of Education, 
said that the efforts to change the 
exam system aren’t enough. 

‘The whole matter really needs to 
be examined in a much wider and 
deeper way," he said. “We have to 
look into learning processes, what 
goes on in the upper grades. 

“These periodic changes we’ve 
witnessed over the years only 
demonstrate the confusion regard¬ 
ing tee exams’ value as a tool for 
measuring tee pupil's performance 
at tee end of his or her studies. It 
shows that people are questioning 
the whole tystem, and that's a good 
thing, but it demonstrates teat peo¬ 
ple are struggling with the issue." 


Guard shortage threatens school trips

Just after a strike settlement 
enabled teachers to accompany 
school trips, an unforeseen shortage 
of guards and weapons is threaten¬ 
ing to force their cancellation for a 
second year. 

The Knesset Education and 
Interior committees are to meet in a 
joint session tomorrow in Tel Aviv, 
along with the various bodies 
involved in organizing school trips, 
to try to deal with the issue. 

The problems arose following a 
recent report by Israel Radio mili¬ 
tary reporter Carmela Menashe that 
soldiers on leave were moonlight¬ 
ing as guards for school trips using 
their IDF-issue weapons, in contra¬ 
vention of regulations. The IDF 
then announced a ban on the prac¬ 
tice, which reportedly supplied 
some 80 percent of guards provided 
by security companies for school 
trips. 

At the same time, the police 


announced that it would issue 
weapons to parents accompanying 
school trips only if the parents are 
active members of the Civil Guard. 

Meanwhile, the Education 
Ministry has forbidden those 
accompanying school trips to use 
Uzi submachine guns, claiming 
they are not safe enough for such 
duty. 

As a result guard companies are 
cancelling requests from schools 
for armed escorts, even though the 
police announced it would supply 
30 carbines to each company. 

Tn the past it was acceptable for 
a soldier cm leave to earn a little 
money by accompanying trips with 
his personal weapon," Knesset 
Interior Committee chairman MK 
Micha Goldman said yesterday. 
The IDF now opposes this... The 
matter is complicated, and I hope to 
call all die relevant bodies together 
to prevent a situation where the

Israel Parents Association chair¬ 
man Shai Lachman told Israel 
Radio yesterday he had tried to 
warn about the problem in the past. 
“I would call this an act of real [stu¬ 
pidity]. The Education Ministry, the 
police, tee army, and the Interior 
Ministry have joined together to 
make it impossible for pupils to 
take trips this year, each for its own 
reasons.” 

Lachman belittled the semi-auto¬ 
matic World War II-vintage car¬ 
bines used by the Civil Guard and 
guards escorting school trips, say¬ 
ing they "hardly qualify as 
weapons. This shows the security 
forces' attitude regarding school 
trips, when they only allow guards 
to cany carbines. It can only be 
used as a club.” 

Maoz said his company bad been 
given 30 carbines by the police, 
“and Tm telling anyone who calls 
me, ‘First come, first served.’ ”

Vampire breath 

However, facts must not be 
allowed to get in die way of the 
serious business of milking 
gullible tourists. In a nearby 
wood-beamed restaurant replete 
with pan-sylvan artifacts and. a 
blazing fire, long skeins of gar¬ 
lic hung from hooks to keep at 
bay the pointy-toothed denizens 
of the witching hours.

Most bizarre is die “be a dic¬ 
tator for a day” program just 
inaugurated. Do the nasty little 
Napoleons with delusions of 
grandeur among us need any 
more encouragement? 


After the megalomaniac mar¬ 
ble obscenity of die 330,000- 
sqjn. People’s Palace he built 
for himself in Bucharest, 
Ceausescu's private home in die 
city at first glance seems rela¬ 
tively modest. Even in a democ¬ 
racy, a head of state gets a resi¬ 
dence of some substance. In a 
dictatorship, one puts a perma¬ 
nent red carpet on the steps up 
to the entrance hall, 
so the dainty feet of 
the people's leader 
and bis miserable 
shrew of a wife do 
not tread on com¬ 
mon marble.

M onica, we hardly knew ye. But we 
sure know a lot more now. 

Never before has a legal docu¬ 
ment provided so many people with a key¬ 
hole view of a young woman's hopes, 
dreams and sexual proclivities, offering 
the public at large a chance to analyze, 
sympathize and criticize. Readers of 
Kenneth Starr's report imagine her as the 
star of either Fatal Attraction or Seduced 
and Abandoned - or Dumb and Dumber. 

Just looking at a list of the (numerous) 
gifts she presented President. Clinton 
offers a portrait of a girl/woman, a person 
who is, or is trying to be, coy, seductive, 
sophisticated and supremely tacky. She 
delivered them in batches, too, as though 
trying to cover all bases - if he didn't like 
the frog-embossed letter opener, maybe 
he’d go for the copy of Oy Vey! The Things 
They Say: A Guide to Jewish Wit. Or what 
about the selection that included an erotic 
postcard and her “thoughts on education 
reform.'' Clinton must have been extra 
happy to get those. 

Lewinsky's spokeswoman Judy Smith 
said neither she nor Lewinsky would com¬ 
ment on the report by the independent 
counsel. Indeed, one of the oddities of this 
episode is that millions of people now 
know more about Lewinsky in some ways 
than they do about their closest friends, 
but have no idea what her voice sounds 
like. 

Opinions about Lewinsky are as diverse 
as her presents. She's a conniving tramp; 
she's pathetic; she's bravely honest On 
one level, thoughts about her reflect a gen¬ 
erational divide, as people closer to her 
age tend to be less shocked by what older 
people see as Lewinsky's brazen aggres¬ 
sion. (Showing the president of the United 
States of America the straps of your thong 
underwear by way of introduction, for 
example.) And for some, her story demon¬ 
strates a quandary faced by many young 
women today - they are well schooled in 
the techniques of sex and seduction, but 
less prepared for a multidimensional rela¬ 
tionship. 

“Women my age don't necessarily think 
she is the worst tramp in the world,” said 
Amy Holmes, 25. special project manager 
for the Independent Women’s Foram, an . 
anti-feminist group of women intellectu¬ 
als. “We understand it. We didn’t grow up 
with the idea that you don’t call a boy, or 
you don't jump into a sexual relationship 
on the first date. She is typical of the 
.mhilisirLof female sexuality atihi&.poinL I. 
think it's tragic someone in his position so 
brutally exploited her lack of understand¬ 
ing and sophistication. This poor little girl 
thought this was going to be like Dynasty .“ 
Paul Hemesath, 25, is also sympathetic. 
“I know a lot of people that would do the 
exact same thing,” Hemesath said 
Saturday at a dinner party for Alianza del 
Derecho, a Hispanic student organization 
at Georgetown Law School. “I don’t think 
you'd find too many unattached single 
women who would pass that up.” 

Sally Rosenthal, 25, a research assistant 
for a film production company in 
Manhattan, views Monica as “a naive little 
ho, actually.... I don't generally have much 
sympathy for a woman who'll go chase

“We d ° not want a war with Iran, 
but tf Iran attacks, we will take all 
possible necessary measures," 
Ahmed said, adding that the 
TaJeban had reinforced border 
positions to counter an Iranian mil* 
jtary buildup. 

The announcement came shortly 
after Iran’s supreme leader 
Ayatollah AH Khamenei - com- 
der-in-chief of the country’s 


500,000-strong armed forces - told 
officials and the military to be pre¬ 
pared for possible action. 

Khamenei also told senior com¬ 
manders of the Revolutionary 
Guards that the situation in 
Afghanistan is a “highly crucial 
issue for Iran on religious, 
humanitarian, and political 
grounds, the official Iranian news 
agency IRNA reported. 

His remarks followed Iranian 
media reports which accused the 
Sunni Taleban of widespread 
killings, rapes, and looting after 
their capture on Sunday of the cen¬ 
tral Afghan town of Bamiyan, 
stronghold of Shi'ite opposition 
forces which Iran backs. 

Hours earlier, the bodies of six 
Iranian diplomats and an IRNA 

correspondent killed by Taleban 

forces in Afghanistan last month 
were brought back to emotional 
scenes at Teheran airport. 

President Mohammed Khatami, 
heading thousands of tearful 


mourners including cabinet minis¬ 
ters, top armed forces officers, for¬ 
eign diplomats, and bereaved rela¬ 
tives, said at a solemn airport cere¬ 
mony on Monday night: “I assure 
you that we will defend the integri¬ 
ty and honor of the sacred system 
of the Islamic Republic of Iran to 
the best of our ability." A govern¬ 
ment official said funerals would 
be held on Friday. 

The Revolutionary Guards said 
in a statement that both it and (he 
volunteer Basij militia are ready 
“to help the oppressed and meek 
people of Afghanistan,” IRNA 
reported. 

‘The Taleban criminals and their 
backers should know that the 
Guards... are ready to take the 
revenge of the oppressed by revo¬ 
lutionary force,” it added. 

Iran has built up its forces on the 
Afghan border to around 70,000 
and said more than 200,000 other 
troops would soon hold war games 
along the tense frontier. 


Iranian religious and state bod¬ 
ies, and several senior Shi’ite cler¬ 
ics yesterday expressed support for 
Khamenei's statement on Monday, 
in which he issued a stem warning 
to the Taleban and Pakistan about a 
possible regional conflict, state 
media reported. 

“I have... so far prevented the 
lighting of a lire in this region 
which would be hard to extinguish. 
But all should know that a very 
great and wide danger is quite 
near," Khamenei said in the state¬ 
ment 

Khamenei said such a danger 
could only be avoided if Pakistan 
ceased backing the Taleban and the 
Islamic militia “abandon actions 
which lead to a catastrophe and 
make up for their past errors.” 

Pakistan denies interfering in 
Afghanistan. 

Iranian television showed hun¬ 
dreds of seminary teachers and stu¬ 
dents, including Afghans and 
Pakistanis, marching in the Shi'ite 


holy city of Qom to condemn the 
Taleban and support Khamenei’s 
statement. 

The Taleban accuses Iran of 
interference in Afghanistan, a 
charge denied by Teheran. 

Ahmed told AJP that thousands 
of Afghan civilians living along the 
border with Iran have “taken 
weapons from the government for 
the defense of our country.” 

He repeated the movement’s call 
for UN arbitration between Iran 
and Afghanistan to determine 
“who is interfering in the affairs of 
others and who is right and who is 
spilling the blood of other coun¬ 
tries' people and who wants to 
ignite the fire of war in the region.” 
“Teheran says the Taleban gives 
Islam a bad name. Iran supports 
opponents of the group, which 
controls most of Afghanistan but is 
recognized as the legal govern¬ 
ment only by Pakistan, Saudi 
Arabia, and the United Arab 
Emirates. 


Albanian PM warns 
opposition supporters 
to surrender arms 


TIRANA (Reuters) - About 
3,000 followers of former Albanian 
president Sali Berisha defied a gov¬ 
ernment ban and staged a peaceful 
march through the center of Tirana 
yesterday as heavily-armed state 
■^purity forces looked on. 
Socialist Prime Minister Fatos 
Nano, emerging from hiding after 
Monday's violence during which 
his office and residence were loot¬ 
ed, accused Berisha of trying to 
stage a coup and demanded that 
opposition supporters should give 
up their arms. 

In a strongly worded television 
address, tile normally mild-man¬ 
nered Nano said it was time for the 
opposition to abandon “the black 
road of evil” and the government’s 
patience with “criminals” had run 
out “The stale will not spare the life 
of any criminal or violator who 
j^iin attacks the state or citizens 
With weapons,” he said. 


Yeltsin backs 
Primakov on 
economy as 
ruble falls 

MOSCOW (Reuters) 
president Boris Yeltsin yesterday 
Tracked Prime Minister Yevgeny 
Primakov’s plans to puli Russia 
out of economic crisis and told his 
new central bank chief to stabilize 
the sinking ruble. 

But the ruble plunged against 
the dollar for the first time in days 
and panicky Russians started 
scrambling to buy safe-haven dol¬ 
lars again after days of hunting for 
scarce rabies. 

Yeltsin, whose authority is in 
question because of the severe eco¬ 
nomic and political crisis, issued a 
list of orders to central bank gover¬ 
nor Viktor Gerashchenko and 
heard Primakov’s proposals over 
the economy and his government 
1 lineup. 

“The president basically 
approved what the government is 
doing now,” Primakov, 68, told 
reporters after his first meeting 
with Yeltsin since parliament con¬ 
firmed him on Friday. 

He said he expected Yeltsin to 
issue decrees naming more of the 
government soon and that the new 
lineup should be completed by 
tomorrow. 

Primakov gave few details of nis 
economic plans, anxiously await¬ 
ed by foreign investors who fear 
market reforms will be abandoned 
by a government wary of social 
unrest in the world’s second 
nuclear power. 

But i he former foreign minister 
and ex-spymaster said ending wage 
and pension arrears to millions of 
Russians was his priority. Despite 
^speculation he will need to print 
money to do so, be vowed not to 
allow the return of rampant infla¬ 
tion. “Solutions will be found 
aimed at avoiding hyperinflation 
and any worsening of the situa¬ 
tion," he said. _ „ , . 

The Kremlin said Yeltsin 
described the central bank's prior¬ 
ities as restoring liquidity to the 
banking - system anti helping 
attract foreign and domestic 
invesmeni, while ensuring com¬ 
mercial banks met their obliga¬ 
tions to households. 

John Odling-Smee. the he*l of 
the International Monetary Fund 
department dealing with Russia, 
arrived in Moscow to meet 
Primakov and discuss prospects 
for the release of future trancnes 
of a $22.6 billion aid package 

agreed on in July. f 

The IMF has disbursed $ 4 . 8 b. ot 
its share of the aid package and a 
further $43b. was due in tma- 
September. US President Bill 
Clinton has promised US suppp^ j. 
tire new government commits itseir 
to reforms. -

Separatists gain seat in Quebec by-election 

SHERBROOKE, Quebec (AP) - Quebec separatists have scored a 
symbolically important election victory, winning the Parliament 
seat vacated by Jean Charest, the man trying to lead anti-separatist 
forces to power in an upcoming provincial campaign. 

The by-election victory by the Bloc Quebecois on Monday could 
encourage Quebec’s separatist premier, Lucien Bouchard, to pro¬ 
ceed relative quickly with the provincial election. 

That vote must be held by the fail of 1999, but Bouchard is 
expected to call the election either this fall or next spring. 

Iraq: Syrian nationals can enter without visas 

BAGHDAD (AP) - In a new sign of wanning ties, Iraq has 
decided to allow Syrian nationals to visit the country without visas, 
a Baghdad weekly reported yesterday. 

Al-Inihad said the decision by Baghdad was taken in light of 
“developing bilateral ties and die growth in trade exchange." It said 
the Syrians will also be exempt from entry fees. 

6 killed in Kashmir violence 

SRINAGAR, India (Reuters) - Three separatist guerrillas and 
three civilians were killed yesterday in separate incidents in India’s 
troubled Kashmir Valley, police said. 

“Army soldiers killed three foreign militants deep in the forests of 
Kupwara and recovered arms and ammunition. Details are awaited,” 
a police spokesman said. 

Yesterday morning, suspected separatist guerrillas shot dead two 
civilians in Ajas village in Bararoulla district. 57 kilometers north 
of Srinagar, police said. 

They said another civilian was shot dead by militants in Poonch 
district of Jammu region. 

Nearly a dozen militant groups are fighting for Kashmir's inde¬ 
pendence or merger with neighboring Pakistan. 

Italian police nab Cosa Nostra figure 

ROME (Reuters) - Italian police yesterday arrested Mariano 
Troia, one of the Mafia's most notorious backroom boys, dealing a 
heavy blow to the nerve center of Sicily's powerful Cosa Nostra. 

Troia. one of Italy's 30 most wanted criminals, is the latest in a 
string of infamous names that in the last year have been checked off 
the Italian government's long list of mobsters still on the run. 

Troia, 65, was captured at dawn when police stormed his hideout 
on the outskirts of Palermo, city police chief Antonio Manganelli 
said. 

Egyptians download pom with stolen card number 

CAIRO (Reuters) - Police arrested two Egyptian computer hack¬ 
ers who used a stolen credit card number to download pornographic 
pictures and films worth $147,000 from die Internet, security 
sources said yesterday. 

They said police charged the two, who are college students in the 
city of Port Said, with theft after the credit card's holder com¬ 
plained about the items on his bill. 

The sources said the incident was the first Internet-related crime

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Poll gives Australia’s 
Labor pre-election lead

CANBERRA (Reuters) - A 
major Australian opinion poll yes¬ 
terday showed the Labor opposition 
ahead of the ruling conservatives 
and populist lawmaker Pauline 
Hanson fading as the nation moves 
toward an October 3 election. 

The Australian newspaper’s 
Newspoll showed support for Labor 
had risen to 44 percent compared 
with 42% for die Liberal-National 
coalition government 


Both were at 415% a week ago. 

However, a smaller poll to be 
published in The Bulletin news 
magazine today showed Prime 
Minister John Howard with a 
potentially devastating 10-point 
lead over Labor. 

Both polls showed support for 
Hanson's nationalist One Nation 
party continuing id fall almost two 
weeks after the release of its widely 
ridiculed 2% “Happy Tax” scheme. 
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Polish radio station makes waves wi

I t is past midnight, and the 
woman calling the talk show 
on Radio Maryja, an enor¬ 
mously popular but highly con¬ 
troversial Roman Catholic sta¬ 
tion, is sobbing. 

She asks permission to say a 
prayer for her hospitalized sister 
- and when she finishes, she asks 
if she may pray again. The priest 
hosting the show agrees, and she 
says two more prayers before 
going off the air. 

. Emotional, old-fashioned reli¬ 
gion - the centerpiece of broad¬ 
casts on Radio Maryja - has 
helped the station strike a sympa¬ 
thetic chord among millions of 
Polish citizens. 

But Radio Maryja (pronounced 
“Maria") is not just about reli¬ 
gion. Through talk shows on cur¬ 
rent events and support groups 
across the country, it is becoming 
an increasingly powerful move¬ 
ment with the ability to mobilize 
listeners around its right-wing 
stances. 

Its supporters see themselves 
and the station as fighters against 
evil forces threatening their 
nation. Its critics contend that 
Radio Maryja is spewing a dan¬ 
gerous brew of anti-German and 
antiseraitic nationalism combined 
with working-class populism. 


Owned by a Catholic mission¬ 
ary order and funded by listener 
donations. Radio Maryja is a key 
backer of a movement to place 
crosses near Auschwitz, against 
the protests of international 
Jewish organizations. 

It has also fiercely opposed 
what it claims are steps to turn the 
famous Gdansk shipyard, birth¬ 
place of the Solidarity trade 
union, over to German financial 
interests - even though all avail¬ 
able evidence shows that the 
recent buyer, another Polish ship¬ 
yard, has no German ties. 


THE STATION’S outlook and the 
views of most of its callers reflect 
a broad rejection of much that is 
happening to Poland as it is buf¬ 
feted by democratization, the rig¬ 
ors of capitalism and expectations 
of eventual entry into the 
European Union. 

More than 1.8 million people - 
nearly 10 percent of the work 
force - are now unemployed in a 
country where a decade ago the 
Communist government guaran¬ 
teed everyone a job. 

Average incomes are higher, but 
pensioners cannot keep up, and 
miners, steelworkers and farmers 
have been hit hard by the pain of 
economic restructuring and for¬ 
eign competition. The gap 
between rich and poor is growing.

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Many Polish liberals find the 
nation’s growing conservative 
political-religious reaction deeply 
disturbing. 

“The movement which has 
emerged around Radio Maiyja 
has all the traits of a sect,” said 
Sergiusz Kowalski, a sociologist 
at the Polish Academy of 
Sciences. 

“One of the psychological and 
social traits of a sect is the feeling 
of an external threat:... the feel¬ 
ing that an enemy is lurking 
everywhere, it is hidden but pow¬ 
erful. omnipotent. 

“In my opinion, those who say 
this is something marginal, some¬ 
thing on the fringe of Polish polit¬ 
ical life, are not right.” 

Surveys put Radio Maryja’s lis¬ 
teners at up to 4 million in a 
country of 38 million. A July poll 
by SMG/KRC Poland Media 
ranked Radio Maryja as the coun¬ 
try’s fourth-most-popular station, 
drawing 7.4 percent of Poland’s 
population during the survey 
period. 

Of those listeners, 60% were 
retired, 69% were women, 46% 
had no more than junior high edu¬ 
cations and only 5.2% had uni¬ 
versity training. 

Just 3.1% of Warsaw’s residents 
listened, while in smaller cities of 
200,000 to 500,000 population, 
9.7% of the residents were listen¬ 


ers. Nearly half of the audience 
lived in towns or villages of less 
than 10,000. 

Another poll showed that the 
average listener spent 219 min¬ 
utes per day tuned in to Radio 
Maiyja. 

The station's broadest appeal is 
to lonely, elderly women who are 
angry about negative trends in 
Polish society, such as an explo¬ 
sion in crime and pornography. 
But the station also draws younger 
people with its political agenda. 

Such an audience is enough to 
give the station major political 
punch. A key bloc of 35 members 
of Parliament were elected last 
year with Radio Maryja backing, 
and the station is already weigh¬ 
ing in on local elections sched¬ 
uled for October. 


RADIO Maryja also stands out as 
a strong conservative voice in a 
Polish media world dominated by 
liberals. 

The Rev. Thdeusz Rydzyk, the 
station’s founder, specializes in 
motivational speech laced with 
innuendo. In a radio talk oppos¬ 
ing the sale of the Gdansk ship¬ 
yard, where the Solidarity move¬ 
ment that toppled Communism 
was bom, he declared: “I remem¬ 
ber being in the shipyard. I saw 
the workers there, the abandoned 
workers. I thought: These people

really care that their shipyard 
remains in Polish hands. 

“For so many years, Poles had 
built it, only to give it away now 
for pennies to those whom we 
fought against many years ago.... 
Everything is being sold out as 
though at somebody's command. 

“Before it was Moscow com¬ 
manding us.... And now it looks 
as though under some pressure -1 
ask, where is it from? - Poland is 
being sold out mercilessly,” 
Rydzyk said. 

Such views make sense lo many 
Poles, given this country's history 
of suffering under occupation by 
Nazi Germany and then under 
Communist rule, all followed py 
myriad uncertainties - such as the 
threat of unemployment - engen¬ 
dered by the current transition to 
capitalism and democracy. _ 

Sen. Jozef Fraczek, a legislator 
associated with Radio Maryja, 
strongly defends the station’s 
nationalistic stance. 

“When I went to the US, all the 
time I beard ‘America, America, 
America,’ “ Fraczek said. “The 
American flag is everywhere. 
There are national holidays, 
America this, America that. 

“Here if someone says ‘Poland, 
Poland,* be is called a nationalist 
If one says ‘America’ in the US, 
everyone says he is a good man, a 
patriot” 


The station’s wear-it-on-your- 
sleeve nationalism is one of its 
key attractions. 

Anna WsoL, an elderly, woman 
who spent her childhood in the 
Soviet Union, sometimes on the 
edge of starvation, said she lis¬ 
tens to Radio Maiyja because the 
Virgin Mary saved her life many 
years ago. 

When she was a child, she 
explained, her mother was sent to 
a prison camp, and “Maryja took 
care of me, she helped me.... 
Otherwise, I would have died.” 

But in addition to the station's 
appeal to her faith, she also likes 
its strong patriotic stance. “They 
fight for Poland,” she explained. 
“They want Poland to be 
Poland” 


BY BECOMING this country's 
most popular religious radio sta¬ 
tion, but at the same lime pushing 
a political agenda.

Majdanski said. ; 

“Radio Maiyja fulfills a great 
mission”Majdanski added. “The 
radio, by serving the truth, goes 
against the idols of today, the cult 
of money, moral relativity, falsely 
understood freedoms... and ■ the 
selling out of Polish land." \ 
But Jozef Zycinski, a libera] 
bishop from Lublin, recently 
blasted Radio Maryja for its sup¬ 
port of the movement to. erect, 
crosses near Auschwitz. 

Zycinski said that in the cross 
dispute, this “radio which calls 
itself Catholic" was in the sane 
camp with “skinheads” and “for¬ 
mer employees of the secret 
police." 

More than anything else, it is 
the talk shows teat attract listen¬ 
ers and give the station its spedu. 
flavor. y/ 

Barbara Stefaniak, a middle, 
aged member of a support group 
called the Family of Radio 
Maiyja, said tfae key virtue of the 
station is that “they keep contact 
with society: You can call them, 
you can ask advice, you can say 
what you think.”

Robert Woodruff - 
the 



A theater director who grabs 
the scruff of its neck

‘ost of tbe fun is in the 
research, because 
.everything you do is 
reflected through it,” says director 
Robert Woodruff. 

“It becomes difficult, even fright¬ 
ening, when you start rehearsing. 
Most of foe life of foe play is 
before the actors walk into foe 
room, because when you’re 
rehearsing it, you’re close to fin¬ 
ishing. and when you've finished 
it’s dead.” 

Dead for him, that is, because 
that restiess brain and heart are rar¬ 
ing off in search of new plays to be 
fascinated by. 

Woodruff has just finished 
directing two plays back to back at 
Habimah. The first was Fossil by 
German Jewish playwright Carl 
Stemheim, and tbe second was 
Euripides’s Medea, which opened 
Saturday with Gila Almagor in foe 
title role and Doroa Thvori as the 
faithless Jason. 

The central event in the tragedy 
is Medea’s sacrificial murder of 
her own children, to punish Jason 
for his betrayal of die marriage 
vows. 

Woodruff calls Euripides a revo¬ 
lutionary writer who “laid bare 
patches that people would rather 
not come to grips with.” 

He wishes he could have been in 
fifth-century Greece, so “I could 
have heard the conversation 
between husband and wife when 
he came home after Medea that 
night - women were not allowed in 
the theater I’d have more of an 
idea how die play worked, but I do 
have the feeling that every man in 


that audience grabbed his groin at 
some point. A male audience 
might find that play threatening. 

“There’s something about the 
entitlement of a woman to kill. If a 
man does it, like Agamemnon kills 
his daughter as a sacrifice, people 
would approve, but if a woman 
does it, [driven by] something in 
her brain that speaks for half the 
planet, we say ‘I don't think so.’” 

THESE are not conventional 
responses to Greek tragedy, but 
then there’s nothing conventional 
about the way he looks at a play. A 
Woodruff production grabs its 
audience by the scruff of foe neck 
and demands attention. 

Medea is his fourth Israeli pro¬ 
duction. The first two woe The 
Changeling and Jew Suess at tbe 
Beersheba Theater. They were 
bold, uncomfortable, theatrical and 
visually innovative productions 
foal left nobody indifferent 

The Fossil, foe last play of the 
Stemheim quartet about tbe Maske 
family, is tbe same. 

“He takes huge risks” says 
Thvori, who has starred in all four 
Woodruff productions, “and he 
encourages everybody to do the 
same, to go out on that limb ” 

There is a deep professional and 
personal friendship between them, 
dating from 1988 when producer 
Madeleine Puzo introduced 
Woodruff to Thvori when he was 
appearing in Yehoshua Sobol’s A 
Jewish Soul in Los Angeles. 

They met again when Woodruff 
toured Gaza and the West Bank 
together with other avant-garde 
American directors, and then, says 
Tfcvori, “when I sold the idea of 


The Changeling to Gadi [Roll, the 
then artistic director at Beersheba], 
I said that I had the director too. 

“He’s inspiring to work with, 
very open to ideas from everybody, 
so much so that he enlists people’s 
enthusiasm and affection. They 
enjoy working with him. and he 
works with everybody at once, 
with the actors, the designers, the 
lights, everybody, from foe begin¬ 
ning. 

“He doesn’t just listen. He pays 
attention” Thvori says. “He 
responds more to what the actor 
does than the craftsmanship he 
brings to foe doing.” 

“It’s Doran who brings me 
back,” Woodruff responds. “It’s 
not often that a director can work 
with someone so gifted.” 

Bur he doesn’t really take risks. 
Woodruff says, because, “if you 
really do what a play is about, and 
it’s usually about what people 
don’t want to see, then you can’t 
hide behind foe form or the mater¬ 
ial. The theater hides behind itself 
too much. 

“A play is foe means to investi¬ 
gate ideas, emotions, creation. It’s 
a prism through which to look at 
the world. For me it’s a survival 
tool because without it I wouldn’t 
have a way to focus my own 
thoughts and emotions.’’ 

WOODRUFF is thin, almost ema¬ 
ciated. He wears black - black 
jeans, blade singlet, black boots. 
His near-black hair is gathered into 
a neat ponytaiL His head is long 
and there are deepish lines on his 
face. He hides his eyes behind dark 
glasses. 

When he sits in the theater to 


take notes during a ran of the play, 
he melts to near invisibility. He 
speaks softly, smiles warmly, and 
smokes all the time, fat cigarettes 
he rolls himself. 

His mother was a seventh-gener¬ 
ation sabra, but her family emigrat¬ 
ed to the US when foe was a toby. 
He was bom (in 1947) and raised 
in New York, studied political sci¬ 
ence, worked for three years as a 
teacher in*order to get a draft 
deferment during the Vietnam wax. 
He only began working in theater 
when he was 24. 

“Ideas about tune shattered in 
foe late Sixties and early 
Seventies,” he says. “It was more 
about T want to do what I want to 
do now, without thinking of foe 
future.' Theater seemed to bold out 
promise of immediate reward.” 

He studied directing at San 
Francisco State and his first profes¬ 
sional production was tire Brecht- 
Weill Threepenny Opera which he 
remembers ruefully as “a mess. 
TMk about biting off more than 
you can chew.” 

And after Richard Eden’s sav¬ 


aging in The New York Tones of his 
Curse of the Starving Class by 
Sam Shepard, “I thought about 
becoming a dentist” 

But no. Woodruff stayed in San 
Francisco about 10 years, commut¬ 
ing to New York from about 1976. 
He was ooe of the founders of San 
Francisco's Eureka Theater and 
one of the first directors to work 
with Shepard. 

He directed foe first production 
of Buried Child at San Francisco’s 
Magic Theater in 1979 and then 
again ax the late Joseph Papp’s 
Public Theater in New York, where 
he also did the ill-fated Curse of 
the Starving Class andTrue West 

Woodruff and Shepard worked 
together until around 1987 when 
“he turned more to acting and I 
started to work more with dead 
guys,” he says. 

Not that the contemporary stage 
doesn’t have great writers, he has¬ 
tens to add, it’s that “foe classics 
provide more fuel for die imagina¬ 
tion. The passions and the emo¬ 
tions arc biggen They have more of 
a statement to make.”

T he picture painted by this year's just- 
released Statistical Abstract of Israel is of 
a wealthy, growing, successful country. 
The average Israeli is living longer, traveling 
more, and eating better. Based upon this snap¬ 
shot compiled during Israel's 50th year, the 
nation has much to be proud of. Attention 
should be paid, however, to some trends that 
need to be reversed. 

Perhaps the most impressive statistic is the 
most comprehensive one: the total population of 
just under 6 million, representing a 740 percent 
increase since 1948. Just since 1990, Israel’s 
population has grown by almost 30 percent, 
mostly due to the roughly one million immi¬ 
grants from the former Soviet Union. Today, 
Israel's population is still growing at a rate of 
2 3 percent per year, considerably higher than 
most Western countries. 

Despite this growth, Israel, like most nations 
that have joined the club of “developed” coun¬ 
tries, has become less crowded. In 1960, over 20 
percent of Jewish households lived throe or 
more persons to a room; by 1997, this figure 
dropped by a factor of 34 - to 0.6 percenL 
We also are a healthier country: since 1975. 
average life expectancy has risen by six years, 
to 79.9 years for women and 76.3 years for men. 
Infant mortality has also dropped by about one 
third in just six yeans (1990-1996) for both 
Jewish and Arab Israelis, yet the Arab rate is 
exactly twice that among Jews (10 infant deaths 
per thousand compared to 5 per thousand for 
Jews). 

In general, major gaps remain in most spheres 
between Arab and Jewish Israelis, though the 
health and welfare of Arab Israelis has 
improved considerably and far exceeds the lev¬ 
els in neighboring Arab countries. Israel should 
not, however, be satisfied by comparisons with 
neighboring countries: Israeli Arabs compare 
themselves with their Jewish*-neighbors. The' 
gaps need to be clpsed'by increased investment, 
in education, servicesfiifid infrastructure in The 
Arab sector. 

One area where the gaps between Jews and 
Arabs - and within the Jewish population - are 
evident is in household goods. The abstract 
reveals that, while on average 27 percent of 
households have a personal computer, there are 
wide disparities: in the commuter suburb of 
Maccabim-Re'ut a record 86 percent have com¬ 
puters at home, compared to 15 percent in 
Ofakim, and fewer than 10 percent in many 
Arab villages. The computer is a handy catch¬ 
all measure of education, of employment in the 
modem economy, and of upward mobility. The 
abstract does not reveal whether income gaps 


are narrowing or growing, but the data on com¬ 
puter ownership indicate that such gaps may 
remain stubbornly large for some time. 

A measure of prosperity that seems to cut 
across the board is the Israeli indulgence in trav¬ 
el abroad. Since 1991. the Israelis tourist exodus 
has ballooned from one million to 2.5 million 
per year. Incoming tourism has shot up over the 
same period - despite the drop in visits to Israel 
in the past two years, tourism remains almost 
twice as high as in 1990. 

At the same time as Israelis seem to be burst¬ 
ing out of the country, they cannot contain 
themselves safely on the roads. Though road 
deaths were down from the 1974 peak of 714 to 
530 last year, the numbers of road injuries and 
the accidents that caused them rose steadily, 
peaking in 1997 at 47,451 and 25.491 respec¬ 
tively. Like most statistics, these faceless num¬ 
bers fail to capture the tremendous cost in 
human lives lost or changed forever, a toll high¬ 
er than all Israel's war casualties combined. 

The fact that the number of serious accidents 
has grown more slowly than the density of cars 
on the roads should not be cause for a moment's 
rest or self-congratulation. Despite all the pub¬ 
lic awareness and political lip service to com¬ 
bating the carnage on the roads, the official 
response to the problem can best be described as 
haphazard, incompetent, and complacent 

The new transportation minister. Shaul 
Yahalom. like his predecessors, declared war 
against the problem upon taking the job. yet 
nothing effective has been done. No transporta¬ 
tion minister has taken the job seriously enough 
to ask his bureaucracy and the police a simple 
question: how did other countries around the 
world drastically reduce road deaths and why 
can we not do the same? If he does not accept 
the predictable stonewalling, he will find the 
answer: tighten enforcement with speed cam¬ 
eras, keep a lid on speed limits, force business¬ 
es to keep their trucks and drivers safe, and do 
'■ not rediite the driving age. 

” The road-safety challenge is just one area 
where cold statistics should inspire us to do bet¬ 
ter, rather than accept misleading measures of 
improvemenL In addition, beyond this hefty 
volume of facts and figures are the many, chal¬ 
lenges that cannot be quantified, such as lessen¬ 
ing the coarseness of Israeli society, particular¬ 
ly in the realm of democratic debate. The statis¬ 
tical abstract points to rising numbers attending 
theater and opera, but any increase in cultural 
appreciation has not reduced the decibel level in 
the Knesset As life in Israel improves on the 
quantitative front we can afford to pay attention 
to quality as well.

W hat is the difference 
between Bill Clinton 
and Binyamin 

Netanyahu. Two simple answers 
spring to mind. First of all. 
Netanyahu owned up and came 
clean in his public television 
interview. He didn't try to conceal 
his affair. 

Secondly, to the best of our 
knowledge, he then modified his 
behavior. 

Self-righteousness is not a char¬ 
acteristic unknown to politicians. 
No doubt there will be some on 
the House Judicial Committee, 
and even more in the Congress 
who, when discussing whether the 
president should be impeached or 
not, will suffer momentary forget¬ 
fulness of their own past affairs 
and infidelities. 

For after all. it seems fairly 
obvious to most observers that the 
move to have Clinton removed 
from office, if indeed it comes to 
that, is influenced more by politi¬ 
cal allegiances and loyalties than 
it is about Clinton's infidelities. 

In their fight for political control 
of the country, the Republican- 
dominared Congress would like 
nothing better than to go down in 
history as having brought about 
the first ever presidential 
impeachment while a Democrat 
.was in office. 

Israel’s leaders-trio, have had 
their own fair share of adulterers. 
The best known of all was war 
hero and general Moshe Dayan 
who could do little wrong in the 
eyes of the public. He could scav¬ 
enge archaeological sites for his 
own personal benefit, and have as 
many lovers as he wanted. 

This did not deter even the most 
respectable supporter of tradition¬ 
al family values, Menachem 
Begin, from offering him a posi¬ 
tion in his new government in 
1977. 

Netanyahu got away with his

own personal infidelities by mak¬ 
ing a public apology. Had Clinton, 
in the Gennifer Flowers affair, 
acted like Netanyahu and stopped 
at that point, he would not be in 
the embarrassing situation he 
finds himself now. But he chose to

room flirtations in the very corri¬ 
dors of power at the White House 
itself. 

Every likelihood is that if 
Netanyahu had continued in his 
old ways, inviting personal assis¬ 
tant: into his office for private 
meetings, this would not have 
passed without comment. 

With Netanyahu's victory, the 
self-appointed Israeli version of 
the moral majority, the religious 
and haredi parties, displayed their 
own brand of self-righteousness. 
They had little hesitation in sup¬ 
porting Netanyahu's coalition 
government, ’odbe they had been 
promised their share, of the pubtic 
purse and ministerial appoint¬ 
ments. 

After all. what party really cares 
about traditional family values 
when it can squeeze the govern¬ 
ment for millions of dollars for its 
own sectoral interests. 

And if one makes the point that 
this is probably even more 
immoral and obnoxious than the 
personal infidelities of the person 
with whom they are dealing, they 
give an apologetic shrug, a meek 
smile, as if to say “this is the way 
of the world, what can we do 
about it?" 


WHICH of the two self-appointed 
moral guardians of their societies 
are more self-righteous? Those 
who, in America, will try to 
impeach their president for his lax 
moral standards, or those in Israel, 
who for the love of handouts and 
ministerial posts, will convenient¬ 
ly forget them? 

It is the French who have led 
the way with their political matu¬ 
rity in matters of personal affairs. 
It was. of no interest, or impor¬ 
tance, to the French public that 
president Mitterand had a mis¬ 
tress and illegitimate child who, 
attending his funeral, were 
accorded a place of honor. So too, 
it would appear, that in Israel 
while the media may take an 
interest in the personal affairs of 
its leaders, it is unlikely they 
would be driven from office for 
such misdemeanors. 

But however political the moti¬ 
vation. it would be equally wrong 
to simply dismiss Clinton's 
behavior. He may well argue that 
his personal life is, and should be 
of. no interest to the general pub¬ 
lic and that it does not reflect his 
abrhry to manage and administer 
to the needs of the country. 

But like it or not, the president, 
like those before him, has 
achieved the single most impor¬ 
tant and powerful position in' the 
world. He is there for all to see 
and watch. While the faults, fol¬ 
lies and indiscretions of the per¬ 
son in the street may often go 
without comment, a leader of a 
country cannot expect to be treat¬ 
ed the same way. He/she has 
placed themselves on a pedestal 
above the rest of the population 
and should not therefore, com¬ 
plain if they are judged to a high¬ 
er standard. 

The cigar-smoking Netanyahu, 
with all his faults, appears ro have 
learned this lesson, while Clinton 
has not.

Sir, - Stephen Rosenfeld rightly 
describes the “raggedness of a 
world scene teeming with unruly 
actors." He correctly perceives 
that r 'me problems “may not be 
soluble in the new world disorder 
in his article “A world full of 
unruly actors" (September 1 1 . 

Yet he calls for American action 
and initiatives to deal with these 
ills, failing to acknowledge that 
US actions and initiatives have 
helped to create and perpetuate - 
and in some cases aggravate - the 
ills that he deplores. 

The United States has been the 
driving force sanctifying the Oslo 
Acconis and pushing for Israel's 
fulfillment of its obligations under 
those accords, while overlooking 
the refusal of the PLO to honor its 
own Oslo commitments. This pol¬ 
icy can only lead to more of the 
horrors of our new world disorder. 

But this US (and general 
Western) failure to demand 
PLO/PA compliance with their 
commitments, is only part of the 
problem. The very fact that the US 
(and the West) were ready to 
accept the PLO and its leader 
Yasser Arafat as legitimate inter¬ 
national “players” after all the 
mass murders and other atrocities 
perpetrated by the PLO. gives a 
kind of international approval to 
the kind of crimes committed by 
the PLO, and therefore can only 
encourage others throughout the 
world to perpetrate such crimes.

The first time I heard the word 


“anorexia" was in junior high 
school. Though the term was new 
to me. the phenomenon h 
described was not. 

From about the age of 12. my 
girlfriends and l spent as much 
time obsessing about our weight 
as we did about boys. 

For us, nothing was more offen¬ 
sive than being told we had 
gained a few pounds, even - nav, 
especially - if it was in referetfp 
to our budding puberty. RatuSr 
than feeling flattered by com¬ 
ments about our blossoming hol¬ 
ies. we were humiliated. Rather 
than welcoming the appearance 
of breasts and hips, we were 
repelled. 

It was not only imperative in 
1970 America for girls to be skin¬ 
ny, but desirable for us to be flat- 
chested and hipless as well. To be 
mistaken for a boy (save for long, 
flowing hair) was what we all 
most aspired to - without being 
consciously aware of it 

Food, which previously had 
been something eaten more out of 
boredom than with gusto, now 
became the focus of our passiMf 
as well as of our dre<Ri 
Sustenance for us pubescent 
nymphs became a major source of 
ambivalence. An evil seducer. 
The enemy. 

In seventh-grade biology class, 
the teacher told us to keep a log 
of every morsel and drop we putt* 
into our mouths in a given day. 
This, we were told, was for die 
purpose of learning to examine 
our nutritional intake. But we 
knew the ugly truth: that doing so 
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It was then that we 
began exchanging 
dietary ‘tricks of the 
. trade’ and began, 
to pop diuretics^ 
and laxatives 
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was really a way of getting us to 
see whar pigs we were, and to 
cause us to reduce this intake 
drastically. 

I remember how we were horri¬ 
fied to discover the amount of 
calories contained in an orange. 
We practically fainted at tin# 
thought that a bag of potato chips 
nearly exceeded a day's cJoric 
limit. 


IT was then that we began 
exchanging dietary “tricks of the 
trade.” and weighing ourselves 
regularly, grimacing at our 
reflections in store windows as 
we walked down the street. It 
was then that we began to pop 
diuretics and laxatives - one 
brand of which, at least, had the 
decency to resemble a chocolate 
bar. 

And it was then that we all start- , 
ed to smoke - one oral fixation f 
free of calories, and “glamorous" 
to boot. 

This only worsened in high 
school. In tenth grade, one of my 
buddies became a full-fledged 
anorexic, much to the unspoken 
envy of the rest of the girls. In a 
matter of weeks, she became so 
thin that she began to wear her 7- 
year-old brother’s pants to 
school. 

She was the only one of us who 
didn't forge her parent's signature 
on gym-class exemptions. She 
exercised constantly and ate only 
carrot sticks. When someone 
pointed out to her that this partic¬ 
ular vegetable contained twelve 
calories apiece, she stuck her fin¬ 
gers down her throat in the girls’ 
bathroom, then switched to 
cucumbers. 

That some of us had motherifa 
who tried to reassure us about oii^ 
beauty by recounting tales of bra- 
stuffing days of yore, made no 
difference whatsoever. Our moth¬ 
ers, after all. were also always on 
a diet. 

It was not until many years 
later that this disease of the soul 
was given any attention m Israel. 
Now it threatens to be as wide¬ 
spread as the health club and the 
weight-loss elixir. 

Those of my sons’ female class¬ 
mates given the “thumbs up” sign 
of approval by their peers all look 
as if they’d just stepped out of a 
concentration camp. Whether any 
of them is actually on the slippery 
slope to self-starvation I cannot 
say. 

One thing I do know, however, 
is that most of their mothers 
spend as much lime and money 
on the burning of body mass as 
they do on the preparation of ^ 
food. 

Some might consider this phe¬ 
nomenon ironic. As a mother - 
who was once a teenage giri - Fd 
call it a tragedy.

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N ow that children are back in 
class, albeit after a week's 
delay due to the teachers’ 
strike, parents have begun worry¬ 
ing whether their lads will be safe 
on their way to and from school 
and extracurricular activities. 
Although many elementary 
schools offer an hourly lesson in 
road safety, it's difficult to teach 
youngsters how to internalize the 
need for anticipating danger, espe¬ 
cially when they’re busy talking to 
Spends or have their minds on 
'something else. 

This excellent interactive, mul¬ 
timedia dto gram, produced by the 
non-profit Ce nterf of Educational 
Technology (CET) together with 
the Education Ministry's road- 
safety branch, gets the message 
across not by lecturing on the 
do's and doo’ts, but also on -the 
whys of safe behavior in the 
streets. 

Going over the program for 
hours with my seven-year-old son, 
whose Jerusalem school is still 
computerless but who studied road 
.'i safety once a week in first grade, I 
found that the disk teaches many 
things that he never learned from 
those frontal lessons. 

Avry Gilad, the well-known TV 
show presenter, is an outstanding 
host and teacher on the disk. 
With much humor, he and the 
cartoon character chat represents 
him demonstrate safe road 
behavior without lecturing or 
being a nudnik. He dresses like 
most kids (in jeans, and with a 
red brimmed cap feeing back¬ 
wards), speaks their language 
and accompanies youngsters 
actually filmed on video as they 
go to a movie, school or the pool. 
f It presents the reality of Israeli 
driving manners, not the ideal of 
cars coming to a dead halt at a 
stop sign and avoiding sideswip- 
ing at a crosswalk. 

In the main section, Avry pre¬ 
sents commonplace situations 
faced by the traffic-challenged 
youngster. He’s trying to cross at a 
crosswalk to meet his friends at a 
movie, but vehicles continue to 
zoom by. In an ironic scene, he 
waits so long that he puts up a tent 
and builds a campfire on the side¬ 
walk, and complains that by the 
time he crosses and reaches the 
cinema, his friends wiH already 
have "finished the army, gotten 
married, had children and grand¬ 
children.” But then he explains 
how to cross safely: wait for a 
vehicle to stop completely; don’t 
lean over into the street; establish 
■Aeye contact with the driver, and 
S^oa’t complete the crossing before 
ensuring that no cars are overtak¬ 
ing the halted vehicle from the 
other side. 

Users learn that it’s better to 
move to a straight section of a road 
rather than crossing just after a 
stop nun. and that crossugjuft 
before an intersection is safer than 
in the middle of a road became 
drivers tend to slow down when 
there's cross traffic. They are abo 
taught the Israeli law of the road 
jungle not to wist a (fovert sig¬ 
naling: he may have hashed 
he's going left, but he could easily

Click 
on them one at a time; each has a 
presenter who tells a story using 
printed text (or an oral story 
whose text can be optionally omit¬ 
ted for the more advanced pupil). 
If you choose to view die text, you 
can also dick on a built-in dictio¬ 
nary that will explain all the 
words, sentence by sentence. You 
then proceed to sections for 
recording your own voice reading 
the text doing exercises and play¬ 
ing games.

Click the “More” button and you 
get a bonus of more games (such 
as requiring you to find E n glish 
words on a grid with 121 spaces), 
plus activities, a place to include 
information about you and a writ¬ 
ing center (for producing a poster 
or a photo album)- 

Kids will like and leam from 
this rich program; if your child is 
very motivated and you feel you 
can forgo the hefty helping of ani¬ 
mation and music in exchange for 
more intensive language study, ny 
the English Plus series, produced 
by Edusoft

bus that nears the curb at an angle 
can hit them. A pupil who sticks 
his head out of the bus window is 
transformed into a bead of cab¬ 
bage; it’s knocked off when the 
bus starts and moves next to an 
electricity pole. The program even 
explains why it’s important to give 
up your seat to pregnant women 
and elderly persons who would 
lose their balance. 

A very enjoyable section turns 
the computer mouse into brakes 
and the screen into a windshield. 
Driving on the road, you must 
click the mouse as soon as you 
see a yellow character about to 
step off the sidewalk; your reac¬ 
tion time and braking distance is 
recorded in numbers, and you can 
vary road conditions by changing 
speed, choosing a wet road or 
night driving. The dashboard 
even allows you to select one of 
three musical backgrounds on the 
radio. 

An extensive quiz, with the aim 
of earning 5,000 points and reduc¬ 
ing your score for errors, tests 
users on their knowledge of spe¬ 
cific traffic rules and signs includ¬ 
ing bow to behave on a bicycle. 
Answering these questions, and 
reviewing those you didn't get 
correctly, really teach proper and 
safe road behavior. 

The final section is the “editing 
room." in which kids can watch a 
video clip of a girl on the road and 
select safe alternatives for her to 
follow. At the end, they will have a 
film that they themselves pro¬ 
duced from the various clips. 

Working on this program should 
become mandatory for all children 
from age six (why wait for 
seven?), and it wouldn't hurt for 
their parents to look over their 
shoulders to refresh their memo¬ 
ries of traffic rales. 


M y daughter Katherine 
came into this world not 
with a whimper or a wail 
but with a single, explosive, 
almost-deafening shout “Ho!” she 
bellowed 

The affirmative force of that dec¬ 
laration took me by complete sur¬ 
prise. How could someone so new 
to the world launch so robust an 
expression of self-confidence? 

It must have been a moment of 
unimaginable confusion for her, 
what with the world getting turned 
suddenly inside out, the avalanche 
of light and air, the roar of the 
crowd around the bedside; Yet my 
girl did not flinch. 

Afraid though she may have 
been, she lunged at the world. She 
scooped out a space of her own on 
this crowded planet, and I felt cer¬ 
tain that she would have no trouble 
filling it. 

Lately, however. 1 have begun to 
worry. Not because my daughter 
has become less assertive; as a new 
matriculant to the Terrible Twos, 
she is, if anything, more domineer¬ 
ing than ever. Rather, I am con¬ 
cerned about my own ability to 
encourage her independence while 
performing my other parental 
duties, which largely amount to 
variations on a theme of “No!” 

I am aware of studies that show a 
precipitous decline in self-confi¬ 
dence among girls (but not boys) in 
their preteen years. So from my 
first day of daddyhood 1 committed 
myself to preventing that debilitat¬ 
ing syndrome. 

As a young girl my daughter will 
know how to throw a ball, 1 
promised. As an older girl she’ll be 
comfortable with power tools. As a 
young woman she won't opt for a 
passenger seat just because a male 
driver's available. And as an adult 
she'll be sassy and sharp. 

Just two years into my program 
of benevolent empowerment, how¬ 
ever, I can already see how naive 1 
was. My philosophical commit¬ 
ment to Katherine's unfettered 
growth keeps running up against 
practical realities, like my need to 
keep her from breaking her neck 
and my preference that she not 
draw on the walls. 

What I really want, I realize 
shamefully, is a daughter who’s 
tough as nails with everyone except 
tne. But how can I set limits with¬ 
out also setting her up for die ego 
collapse to which she is supposed¬ 
ly so predisposed?! JtSve.looked at 
some of the many recent books on 
how to raise a strong and indepen¬ 
dent girl most notably the very 
practical and believable Growing a 
Girl by Barbara Mackoff (Dell. 
1996). 

Many of these books view a 
young girl’s first assertions as “trial 
balloons” launched by her budding 
ego to see bow they fly. The best 
tiling a parent can do, these books 
say. is to acknowledge these tenta¬ 
tive expressions as valid, and not 
belittle or “correct*’ them to fit an 
adult perspective. The idea is to 
recognize your daughter as the ulti¬ 
mate authority on matters of her 
own experience - to solidify her 
psychological center of gravity so 
she won’t get so easily pushed 
around by others. 

That stokes me as a reasonable 
philosophy, but I’ve been surprised 
at how often I fail to follow it 
For example, Katherine has late¬ 
ly been expressing the idea that cer¬ 
tain tilings are “scary” to her. 

Spiders, whether in storybooks or 
on fee back porch, were among her 
favorite creatures until they became 
inexplicably scary a few weeks 
ago. 

My responses have basically 
been to disabuse her of her fears. 
“Spiders aren’t scary,” I've told her. 
“Spiders are your mends.” 

But as Mackoff notes, wbo am I 
to deny that something is scary to 
my daughter? Why not acknowl¬ 
edge the fear, thus strengthening 
Katherine’s authority over her own 
feelings, and then use the opportu¬ 
nity to explore those feelings fur¬ 
ther with a question, such as: 
“What is it about spiders that 
makes them scary?” That could

A group of mothers of two, 
hesitant over having a third 
child, decided to get some 
advice from the “experts” They 
invited over some mothers of three 
so they could pick their brains. In 
today's column we eavesdrop on 
their questions, answers, hopes 
and fears. 

Sboshana, mother of three, gets 
the ball rolling: "What’s your hes¬ 
itation?" 

Lisa, mother of two, “We’re a 
very child-centered household. 
Do I have it in me emotionally to 
have another child? Yet all my 
life I’ve wanted to have four chil¬ 
dren. I grew up with three sib¬ 
lings, and I feel two children

present an opportunity to clear up a 
misconception (such as that most 
of them bite) and even to introduce 
something positive, such as their 
appetite for mosquitoes. 

Mackoff offers other examples of 
subtle parental undercuts, some of 
which I have heard in my own 
home: Daughter *Tm not hungry.” 
Parent;' “Just eat a few bites.” 
Daughter *Tm hot.” Parent “How 
can youocbe-'hot?” Some of 
Mackoff s other examples I can 
easily imagine hearing in the 
future. 

Daughter “The next time he 
makes fun of me I’m going to 
punch him in the face.” Parent 
“Calm down. We don’t hit people.” 
Daughter “Robin is the meanest 
sister in the world; all she does is 
boss me around.” Parent ‘That's 
not nice, I know you love your sis¬ 
ter.” 

These replies may seem like very 
small insults to a girl’s confidence, 
but small insults can add up over 
the years. They may also seem non- 
gender-specific - as likely to be 
used with boys as with girls. But 
are they? As Eleanor E. Maccoby 
points out in The Two Sexes 
(Harvard University Press, 1998), 
several studies have concluded that 
parents more often try (o control 
their daughters’ behavior than their 
sons’. Similarly, teachers are more 
likely to step in and change the 
course of play involving girls than 
they are with boys. 

Indeed, there is evidence that 
many or most of the differences 
between young boys and girls are 
not so much biologically pro¬ 
grammed as they are the result of 
subtle, continuous and largely 
unconscious cues delivered by 
adults (in person, on television, in 
magazines) about “gender-appro¬ 
priate” appearance and behavior: 

Again, looking at my own experi¬ 
ence, I see how difficult it can be to 
stay above this sexist fray. 

What about the daily hair-brush¬ 
ing ritual my blurted exclamations 
of how pretty she is? And what 
about this makeup thing? Although 


my wife wears very tittle makeup. 
Katherine is already entranced by 
mommy's tittle beauty activities, 
and loves to brush a tittle blush on 
her cheeks. 

More generally, I have to ask 
myself: If Katherine were a boy 
would I perhaps be more forgiving 
of her rambunctious behayior? 
When she throws food across the

room, for example, I have two reac¬ 
tions; TVfe don’t throw food!” and 
“Hey! Good arm!” It occurs to me 
that if Katherine were a Keith I 
might at least communicate both 
concepts, encouraging her to work 
on that sidearm with something 
other than her cereal Yet my girl 
has beard nothing but stem words 
when the food has flown. 

Is it these kinds of things that 
taken together, contribute to the 
female nose dive in self-esteem 
documented in the now classic 
1991 study of 3,000 young students 
commissioned by the American 
Association of University Women? 
In that study, 60 percent of eleroen- 
tary-scbool girls said they were 
“happy the way I am,” but only 29 
percent still felt that way in high 
school, a SO percent drop. 

By contrast, the percentage of 
boys agreeing with that statement 
fell from 60 to 43 during the same 
years, a drop of only 28 percent. 

In high school less than a third of 
girls said they were “pretty good at 
a lot of things.” while almost half 
of the boys agreed with that state¬ 


ment - a 19 percent “confidence 
gap” The study also found that, 
when asked what they liked most 
about themselves, boys were twice 
as likely as girls to list various tal¬ 
ents, while girls were more likely 
to take pride in their looks. 

I realize that there is only so 
t much I can do to keep my giri from 
becoming such a shadow of her . 
.present-day self, felt now I watch ', 
for the little ego hits that might kin¬ 
dle an eventual meltdown. 

I now think twice before saying 
"No” to all of Katherine’s T wanna 
do its.” She wants to turn the water 
off in the bathtub by herself? I'm in 
a hurry, but why not? I turn off the 
hex. then let her work on the cold. 
She wants to drag tire sprinkler to 
the garden? Okay, I’ve got a few 
extra minutes. 

Katherine wants to this. 
Katherine wants to that Whit a 
minute. Suddenly, my effort to 
grow a self-empowered gjri is turn¬ 
ing into a classic case of raising a 
spoiled brat! Where have I gone 
wrong? 

After a while I figured out the dif¬ 
ference between indulging my 
daughter's desire for things and 
indulging her desire to accomplish 
things. The former obviously can¬ 
not be endlessly obliged, but the 
latter, it seems to me, can hardly be 
encouraged enough. And happily, it 
doesn’t seem to upset her if she 
fails in these endeavors; all she 
wants is a chance to try. 

Recently, for example, after 
dragging tire sprinkler to the cen¬ 
ter of the lawn, she wanted to turn 
on the outdoor faucet by herself. 
She didn't have the strength to 
twist that rusty old knob, tut she 
grunted valiantly and then accept¬ 
ed my help. I placed my hand over 
hers and we turned it together, and 
her shriek of pure glee as the water 
began to flow told me everything I 
needed to know about the ego¬ 
enhancing power of small accom¬ 
plishments. 

I am the first to admit that all this 
cogitating about bow to raise a 
child is perhaps overdone. Does 


everything these days, even child 
rearing, have to be high art? 
Perhaps not, but I am even more 
put off by a new perspective on par¬ 
enting that has lately been gaining 
credibility in psychology circles. 

In that view, parents tike myself 
are largely wasting their time 
because we have shockingly little 
influence over our chi Wren anyway. 

The “parents don’t matter 
school started a few years ago with 
a handful of studies of twins reared 
apart The data from those studies 
have not been terribly consistent 
feu some researchers have conclud¬ 
ed from them that inherited factors, 
rather than environmental ones 
such as parental influences, 
account for a hefty 50 percent or so 
of children's temperamental and 
behavioral patterns. 

I don’t have a problem with (he 
idea that children are bom with cer¬ 
tain personality leanings. But lately 
some researchers have gone farther 
than this and concluded from a 
variety of studies that, to the extent 
that social forces do shape children 
(that non-genetic 50 percent), it is 
the children's peers, not we adults, 
who have virtually all the influ¬ 
ence. 

According to advocates of this 
position, notably Judith Rich 
Harris, an amateur psychologist liv¬ 
ing in Princeton, N J., wbo recently 
received a prize from the American 
Psychologfeal Association for her 
theoretical work, studies have 
repeatedly failed to find evidence 
that children are significantly 
socialized by their parents. Rather, 
the thinking goes, children look to 
their friends when it comes to 
deciding what's okay and what’s 
not, whether it's a question of fash¬ 
ion, politics or morality. 

In other words, my wife and I 
pretty much made our singular con¬ 
tribution to Katherine’s develop¬ 
ment nine months before she was 
boro, and there is little for us to do 
now but make sure she is clothed 
and fed and given a reasonable 
allowance. 

There is a certain attraction to 
this theory. If my influence over 
Katherine is indeed so minimal 
then so is my responsibility for how 
she turns out. That means I won’t 
have myself to blame if Katherine’s 
budding ego crashes on her 12th 
birthday - or, for that matter, if she 
. gets attested for.toughing up her 
classmates. 

Ti $uf.I doubt ffie-sfreahed.objec¬ 
tive evidence of my'parental pow¬ 
erlessness. And I’m certainly not 
impressed with the supposedly 
insightful observation, used to bol¬ 
ster the views of the “parents don’t 
matter” school that kids typically 
reject their parents* sage advice in 
fever of whatever is considered 
“cool” or “in” among their peers. 

. Of course, kids don't want to be 
like their parents! For a decade I 
had hair down to my waist in defi¬ 
ance of ray parents and everything 
they represented. For today’s ado- 
lescems it’s body piercing. 

God knows what my little 
Katherine and her peers will come 
up with to torture me and my wife 
in our dotage. 

But I also know that, despite my 
best efforts to the contrary, my 
parents have had a big effect on 
me. Fm able to teach Katherine 
about tools today because my dad 
put a hammer in my hand when I 
could still hardly lift one. Fm able 
to pass along some sense of ethics 
in part because when my mother 
caught me using feke credit-card 
numbers to make long-distance 
phone calls in high school she 
gave me a lecture about honesty 
that I’ll never forget. (Can you 
imagine one of my peers scolding 
me like that?) And because my 
parents hugged openly and often 
in our home, I learned firsthand 
that one of the best ways to raise a 
loppy and secure child is to raise 
that child in a loving home. 

hi short I know, because I have 
pare res, that parents matter a lot. 
And no amount of evidence, scien¬ 
tific or otherwise, is going to con¬ 
vince me otherwise.

Motti became 
this responsible, wonderful older 
brother.” 

Bracha: “How much you want 
another child is a powerful factor. 
It balances the added complica¬

“No matter how many doubts 
you have, once you have the 
child, you won’t regret iL But 
there will be a lot of times when 
you’ll be really on the edge, when 
you’re barely coping. A nice 
peaceful existence is not in 
store."

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Begonia - real celebrity status

F ew garden plants have the 
celebrity status of the bego¬ 
nia - earned by its spectacu¬ 
lar flowers, foliage display and 
length of flowering time. 

"Hie begonia has a fascinating 
histoiy. Years before a name for 
the genus was established, many 
species were known under other 
names. Asian paintings and fine 
pieces of art depict begonias, 
showing that the plant was popular 
in the Ear East hundreds of years 
ago, before it was discovered by 
the Western World. 

The name Begonia (family 
Begoniaceae ) was coined in 1700 
by Charles Plumier, a Franciscan 
monk and botanist who went to 
the Antilles Islands in 1690 to col¬ 
lect rare plants. He discovered six 
species which he called Begonia 
in honor of Michael Begon, who at 
the tune was governor of Santa 
Domingo. 

By the mid- 1800s, 210 new 
species had been discovered. 
Today there are at least 10,000 
types of begonias. 

If is often wrongly assumed that 
Belgium was the birthplace of the 
garden begonia because so many 
are grown there. But it was an 
English nurseryman. James 
Veitch. who in 183S recognized 
the plant's potential and started 
propagating. At the time, demand 
for exotic greenhouse plants was 
at its peak and the wealthy were 
prepared to pay very high prices. 

Hothouse plants were in vogue 
from then on. as three major dis¬ 
coveries after 1850 further stimu¬ 
lated interest in begonias.

IN 1856, the species B. rex was 
accidentally introduced into 
England from Assam, India. The 
Begonia rex has large, multicol¬ 
ored leaves with highly varied pat¬ 
terns. Almost immediately, the 
commercial value of this new col¬ 
orful species was recognized. 

In 1860, the discovery of six 
tuberous species from the Andes 
caused great excitement in 
Europe. Hybridization programs 
were launched and the 
Tuberhybrida group was born. It is 
interesting to note that this-tnber- 
■ous hybrid species of begonias 
grew at 3,000 meters above sea 
level, accounting for its ability to 
cope with the temperate climate of 
Europe. 

The Andes begonias are showy 
and colorful, with large flowers, 
and are most often sold as house- 
plants. The spectacular double 
begonia (B. tuberhybrida) has 
rose-like blooms whicb can reach 
the size of a saucer. It is grown 
mainly as a ho use pi ant but can 
also be planted out in the garden, 
provided it is sheltered from 
direct sun. 

In 1878, a Brazilian species, B. 
semperflorens , was discovered 


by chance in soil brought from 
Brazil. This species led to the 
most popular of all bedding 
plants, rivaled only by the 
pelargonium. 

The Brazilian begonia is grown 
on a very large scale in Israeli 
nurseries, as well as in many 
other parts of the world. It is usu¬ 
ally bought as a summer bedding 
plant with zinnias and marigolds 
and comes in many colors, 
including white, pink and red. 
The Begonia semperflorens can 
flower for eight months or longer, 
depending on the weather in your 
area. An added attraction's this 
begonia's glossy green, bronze or 
red leaves. 

For the majority of gardeners, 
understanding the thousands of 
begonia varieties can be confusing 
since the plant defies simple clas¬ 
sification. Even the textbooks dis¬ 
agree on how to group the many 
varieties and hybrids. 

Perhaps the simplest way is to 
son them out into the three types. 
Both the tuberous root begonias, 
which are raised each spring from 
tubers, and the fibrous rooted 
begonias, which are raised from 
seed and cuttings, are grown pri¬ 
marily for their flowers. A third 


type, the small decorative-leafed 
begonias, are grown for their 
foliage and enjoyed as house- 
plants. 

But the adventurous gardener 
can find much more in the begonia 
genus than just these three major 
kinds. There are thousands of 
other varieties; some, like the B. 
coccinea , can grow up to two 
meters. 

During tiie last few years, the 
fibrous-rooted begonias have 
become very popular as summer 
bedding plants. TTiis is not surpris¬ 
ing when we consider the 5 glorious 
display they make in the garden, 
or in pots and btttes. 

Begonias are very little trouble, 
good value for money, long lasting 
and even grow under trees. They 
are readily propagated from seeds, 
cuttings or tubas. 


Cultivation 

Most begonias prefer soil 
which is rich in organic matter. In 
the summer they thrive in the 
shade but will take foil sun dur¬ 
ing the winter months, so it is a 
good idea to plant them near 
deciduous shrubs and trees. If 
you buy your plants from a nurs¬ 
ery, it is a good idea to leave 
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them in a protected corner for a 
day or two before planting them 
out Let them get used to their 
new surroundings or they may go 
into shock when’thSf'find them¬ 
selves left to cope in the open 
ground. 

Most begonias are tender plants 
with soft foliage, intolerant of dry 
conditions and requiring protec¬ 
tion from strong sunlight. 
Extensive scorching will slow 
down the rate of growth.

Use 
non-flowering shoots about 8-10 
cms long and insert in clean pot¬ 
ting mix - 50% peat moss and 
50% perlite. Cover the container 
with a polyethylene bag until 
rooting. Pot singly. 

The decorative-leafed begonias 
are not the easiest of houseplants 
- they need moist air. Propagate 
them by taking leaf cuttings in 
the summer. Use mature, but not 
old, leaves and nick the main 
veins underneath the leaf. Lay 
the leaf on moist clean compost 
placed at the bottom of a con¬ 


tainer and use pebbles to bold 
the leaf in close contact with the 
surface. Cover container with 
glass or polyethylene. New 
plants can be potted up as soon 
as they have developed two or 
three leaves. 

Cuttings can be rooted by sim¬ 
ply placing the lower 3 eras, of 
stem in a narrow-necked clear 
glass bottle filled with dean water. 
Place in a well-lit area at about 18" 


Celsius. Small roots will appear at 
the base of the cutting*-and, they 
should be grown in tiie usuafrny! 
Roots should not be allowed hi gej 
too long. .

A three-year-old, spayed 

cocker spaniel bitch has 
repeated pseudo-pregnan¬ 
cies and her teats sometimes even 
produce milk. During this time, 
she broods in her basket all day, 
sometimes nuzzling an old woolen 
sock, and her owners do not know 
what to do. 

Some bitches seem more prone 
to pseudo-pregnancies than others, 
but no one knows why. Many have 
been known to adopt (even steal) 
kittens or puppies from another 
bitch and nurse them. Under the 
powerful impulses of the pseudo¬ 
pregnancy, these bitches produce 
large amounts of the hormone pro¬ 
lactin which makes them produce 
milk. 

Experiments have shown that 
some animals, even human 
females, can lactate under the 
stimulus of parenting. One 
French study of women waiting 
to adopt as yet unborn babies 
found that more titan half were 
able to induce lactation through 
concentration and massage. I 
once had a Great Dane bitch that 
was neither pregnant nor showing 
signs of pseudo-pregnancy, but 
when one of my Cana'ani bitches 
died just after whelping, the 
Great Dane started to lactate 
within a few days and raised all 
four pups herself. 

Not a lot is known about the 
link between emotions and hor¬ 
mones, although there is plenty of 
reason to suspect that there is a 
great amount of interplay 
between the two. We do know 
that emotional reactions - stress. 
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anxiety etc. - can alter a woman’s 
menstrual cycle and affect 
attempts to conceive. We also 
know that these factors can cause 
great fluctuations in a man’s 
testosterone level. 

As for other mammals, we know 
so little about their mental states 
that it is hard to make the needed 
correlations. In most cases, we 
anthropomorphize. But we really 
have no way of knowing. 


In general, goats occasionally 
nave pseudo-pregnancies and dogs 
nave them quite often. Some 
break are more prone than others 
with cocker spaniels and 
Labradors high on the frequency 
list Smaller breeds usually have 
pseudo-pregnancies more com¬ 
monly than larger breeds except 
for, as mentioned. Labradors 
In any case, the situation is 
something that passes in a few 


weeks. During this broody peri¬ 
od, the dog needs gentle handling, 
and a bit of comfort The best 
way to speed up the recovery 
process is to change the bitch's ■ 
routine. Take her for a walk in a 
new place or go for a trip in the 
car. Get her out of the house, as' 
much as possible. :

Germany 
backs call 
by Clinton for 
emergency 
finance forum

BONN (Reuters) - Germany yes¬ 
terday supported a proposal by US 
President Bill Clinton for a meeting 
in the next few weeks of the Group 
of Seven leading industrial nations 
on global finance reform, but said 
Russia should also attend. 

“Eveiyone involved should sit 
around the same table. That 
includes Russia.” Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl told reporters while 
on the campaign trail in Wolfsburg. 

Clinton proposed in a speech in 
New York on Monday that G7 
finance ministers and central bank 
chiefs meet within a month to seek 
ways to resolve the regional finan¬ 
cial crises that are shaking the 
world economy. 

Germany, Russia’s largest credi¬ 
tor and foreign investor, has urged 
new Prime Minister Yevgeny 
Primakov to resume economic 
reforms. The Bonn government has 
also said Moscow cannot expect 
Western aid if it reverts to a Soviet- 
style command economy. 

“Germany will offer its help. But 
that can only be help for self-help,” 
said Kohl. 

Economics Minister Guenter 
Rexrodt, speaking at a trade fair, 
said Bonn would be prepared t p 
guarantee new credits to Russia if 
Moscow meets its .obligations on 
existing defats. v : .. 

His remarks came after it 
emerged last week that Russia had 
missed most of an 800 million mark 
interest payment due in August on 
debt inherited from the former 
Soviet Union. 

Loans made to Russia since 1992 
and backed by Hermes export cred¬ 
it guarantees are still being ser¬ 
viced. officials have said. 

Russia's debt to Germany, both 
old and new, totals more than 75 
billion marks. 

Finance Minister Theo Waigel 
said the world’s industrial nations 
should act to strengthen global eco¬ 
nomic growth. He reminded Japan 
of its “special responsibility’' for 
Asia. 

“Beyond this we must engage in a 
fundamental discussion about 
reforming the international finan¬ 
cial system,” he said. “ 

Clinton comedy stated the work 
on an international architecture 
should be accelerated to ensure 
global growth and the stability and 
functioning of the international 
monetary system." 

Officials from the G7 economic 
powers met on Monday in 
London and offered Russia’s new 
government a helping hand, pro¬ 
vided it sticks to a path of market 
reforms.

Telecom competition ‘more crucial’ than Bezeq sell-off

Expanding ^competition in foe 
telecom markets is more urgent 
than accelerating the sell-off of 
additional Bezeq stakes, according 
to a report released yesterday by a 
team headed by Communication 
Ministry Director-General Danny 
Rosenne. 

After having already lost its 
monopoly in the cellular and over¬ 
seas markets, Bezeq will next year 
also lose its monopoly in foe supply 
of domestic phones, broad-band 
multimedia and data-transmission 
services, as local and foreign 
investors apply for ministry licenses 
to provide new underground cables, 
wireless technology and satellites. 

In addition, the overseas dialling 


marketjpay be opened to additional 
, suppliers, beyond foe existing force, 
.after the year 2002< the report said. 

Communications Minister Limor 
Livnat and Finance Minister 
Yaakov Neeman yesterday wel¬ 
comed the detailed, 33-page report 
on implementation of foie no-more- 
monopoly principle, approved by 
the government in January 1997. 

“I regard the recommendations as 
a very practical step,” said Livnat 
“They will constitute a significant 
structural change, from a monopo¬ 
listic market to one of much com¬ 
petition among providers, in which 
market forces gradually replace the 
supervisory authority [of the 
Communications Ministry]. 

There wfll be higher quality and 
more varied services and cheaper 
rates, and the entire economy wiQ 


benefit from a more prosperous 
telecommunications market, more 
jobs, investments and challenges,” 
said Livnat 

The new licenses wfll be granted 
for 12 years at a time. 

Neeman said the report, which 
must be approved by foe Ministerial 
Economics Commit-tee, “is another 
phase of the government’s imple¬ 
mentation of opening bureaucratic 
barriers and exposing the market to 
competition. This will benefit local 
industry and produce new sources 
of employment" 

The competing suppliers will 
have to set up independent infra¬ 
structure, but calls from subscribers 
in one company to another must be 
able to get through. In addition, 
number portability will ensure that 
if a subscriber wants to transfer to 


another supplier, he will not have to 
change his phone number: 

The committee said that as long 
as Bezeq controls over 50% of 
income from domestic calls, min¬ 
istry supervision on the company - 
including its rales - will remain 
intensive to ensure fair competition. 

There wilt have to be continuous 
separation between foe mother 
company and Bezeq's subsidiaries. 

Bezeq’s privatization will contin¬ 
ue, wrote the committee, which rec¬ 
ommended consideration of strate¬ 
gic partnerships for itself and its 
main subsidiaries, Bezeq 
International and Bezeqkol 
Communications.

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Cushioning the blow 

Cash holdings may provide protection against the TASE’s anticipated correction^ 
and a reserve for the increasing numbers of bargains that will appear as

W e have handily outper¬ 
formed the market over 
the last two weeks, 
which I suppose is some small 
consolation for the losses we have 
endured. 

The TASE is back where it was a 
year ago, and given the low infla¬ 
tion over the past year most 
investors would have done better 
Just keeping their money in cash. 
We started the defensive portfolio 
almost exactly 12 months ago, and 
for quite some time the modest 
returns on cash and bonds paled in 
comparison to the soaring stocks. 
Soaring, unfortunately, turned to 
plummeting, and whale I would 
hardly claim prescience, my reluc¬ 
tance to commit new capital to a 
fast-rising market proved wise. In 
fact, in die 12 months since we 
started tire defensive portfolio the 
General Share Index is down 
about 2J2 percent versus an 11.8% 
gain for the defensive portfolio 
and tosses of 7%-8% for the con¬ 
servative and aggressive portfo¬ 


lios. The others have been insulat¬ 
ed by their substantial cash hold¬ 
ings, which have been financed by 
the profits we accumulated during 
tire past year. 

Orbotech, which we bought in 
the teens and sold progressively 
on its way up to $60, is now back 
at $30. Is it a buy? Probably not, as 
capital equipment stocks still have 
further to fall. 

As I have written before, the 
XASE is not particularly expen¬ 
sive. Stocks trade on vety reason¬ 
able earnings multiples and rela¬ 
tively low price-to-book ratios. 
The problem, though, is New 
York, and in fact, the rest of the 
world. 

Most major markets, and New 
York in particular, have over the 
last 10 years experienced one of 
the most spectacular periods of 
financial wealth-creation in histo¬ 
ry. And make no mistake, while 
the markets have fallen sharply, 
they have given back but a small 
fraction of the gains they have 
made over the last decade. 

In contrast to Tel Aviv, New 
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York is far from cheap. Granted. 
US companies are better and more 
transparently run, and face less 
challenges than the average Israeli 
company, so they probably 
deserve to be priced at some kind 
of premium. 

US financials have taken a real 
beating, and probably are cheap 
now since they are perceived to be 
most exposed to an emerging-mar¬ 
ket meltdown. However; US tech¬ 
nology stocks and blue chips, the 
drivers of the bull market, still 
trade at very fancy valuations of 
30, 40, even SO times earnings, 
multiples which leave lots of room 
for disappointment and downward 
adjustment. And when New York 
adjusts, or rather continues to, we 
will adjust too, even if we were 
priced a good deal more reason- 
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ably to start with. 

This isn’t to say that there area t 
overadjustments - bargains - in 
New York already, or cheap stocks 
in the TASE. Bat while I am will¬ 
ing to do some nibbling here and 
there, I like our cash piles, and am 
very much inclined to keep them. 
They will provide protection 
against the further falls I anticipate 
and a reserve for the increasing 
□umbers of bargains that will 
appear as a result. 

ELB IT/ELS CENT have finally fig¬ 
ured out that the medical equip¬ 
ment market is just too lough for a 
small-to-medium-sized player in a 
world of giants. Certainly compa¬ 
nies with equipment that offers a 
dramatic clinical advantage over 
what was previously available can 
carve niches for themselves, but 
this is no longer the case in 
nuclear medicine. So I applaud 
Elbit for throwing in the towel, I 
just ask what took them so long. 

The key question is what will 
they do now. Both companies have 
effectively become cash shells 
with cash considerably in excess 
of their market value, even after 
Elbifhad Sunday’s TASE trading 
to react to news of the deals 
announced after the US market 
closed on Friday. Both companies 
have sold the bulk of their busi¬ 
nesses to subsidiaries of GE of the 
US and General Electric Company 
of the UK (the two companies, 
while bearing the same name, are 
unrelated). 

The logical - and shareholder- 
friendly - action to take would be 
to pay out a huge cash dividend to 
shareholders, or even better to just 
liquidate the two companies, 
which at the current share prices 
would be a real bonanza for all 
(obviously one would want man¬ 
agement to find the most tax-effi¬ 
cient way of returning cash to 
shareholders). 

Even after the sharp rise in the 
share price following the 
announcement of the deals, I think 
the stock is cheap, unless manage¬ 
ment fritters away the sale pro¬ 
ceeds on ill-advised new business 
directions. Therefore we are buy¬ 
ing NIS 5,000 worth in the conser-j; 
vative portfolio. 

I attended., the Hambrecht & 
Quist investment conference last 
week, and while my main focus 
was on the private companies my 
firm invests in, I also took die 
opportunity to attend a couple of 
the presentations by the publicly 
traded companies. Two which par¬ 


ticularly interested and impressed 
me were Bezeq and ESC Medical. 

Bezeq seems to Have moved 
from being a lazy, inefficient- 
bloated, tariff-protected monop¬ 
oly to a company attuned to and 
facing all the rigors of the mod¬ 
em, competitive, commercial 
world. 

That it has managed to weather 
the initial onslaught by the new 
international carriers and still turn 
a profit is clearly to its credit and 
suggests the company is better 
positioned for competition than 
many analysts had predicted. 

ESC’s share price has taken a 
real hammering (from a high of 
$45 to the low 20s), despite the 
feet that the company is continu¬ 
ing to increase its revenues, eany 
ings and eamings-per-share aut 
rapid rate by making seemingly 
sensible and successful acquisi¬ 
tions and expanding its product 
portfolio and distribution capabili¬ 
ty. At the current rate the company 
is on target for close to $60 mil¬ 
lion in profit for 1998, which pots 
ring promising, growth company at 
10 times 1998 earnings. Even if 
the company stumbles, which the 
market seems to be assuming it 
will, the stock looks very cheap. 
We are buying NIS 10,000 worth 
for the aggressive portfolio.

Stoc|cs dropped yesterday, track¬ 
ing declines m European equities 
on concern world markets, particu¬ 
larly US shares, will fall during die 
nation’s five-day break starting 
tomorrow in die run-up to die New 
Year holiday. 

T^diian, which has American 
depositary receipts traded in New 
Yak, dropped 2.1 percent to NIS 
115.1. The Maof Index of the 25 
largest companies fell 1.24% to 
298.93. 

Tie stock market will be closed 
from Friday through Hiesday for 
Rosh Hashana. That's worrying 
investors because they won’t be 
able to react to swings in weald 
markets, particularly in The US, 
where Israeli companies represent¬ 
ing 28% of die Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange’s market value are trad¬ 
ed. Tn a volatile market with a 
super-long weekend, people are less 
willing .to take a position,” said Jan 
Tfeutsch, director of trading at UBS 
Securities' office in TH Aviv. 

Root Industries, which also lists 
ADRs, lost 1.1% to NIS 354. 

Elbil Medical Imaging, another 
company with US-listed shares, 
sank 5.7% to NIS 39.7 after soaring 


33% since Sunday. The maker of 
medical scanners said last week it 
w31 sell a conquer X-ray division 
for $275 million and a nuclear med¬ 
icine unit far $100m. to General 
Electric Co.

In a sign industrial nations might 
jointly cut interest rates, Group of 
Seven finance officials yesterday 
said fee risk of a global economic 
slowdown now outweighs infla¬ 
tion concerns. 

Still, Bundesbank President 
Hans Tietmeyer dismissed specu¬ 
lation Germany would be pan of a 
coordinated move, because accel¬ 
erating growth in Europe makes 
lowering rates inadvisable. 

’The implication is that a rate cut 
would be led by the US,” said James 
OUnane, a trader at Norddeutscbe 
Landesbank. “You’ve seen the mark

Culnane says it's likely the Fed 
will cut the fed funds target rate 25 
basis points to 5.25 percent when 


its policy-making committee 
meets at the end of the month.

Tietmeyer’s stance, saying a 
German rate cut isn’t fee solution 
to global financial turmoil. 

Should the US lower rates, that 
would lower the allure of US 
deposits and fixed-income assets. 
Currently, three-month deposits in 
dollars produce a return of 530%, 
compared wife a 3.46% return on 
marks and a 0.43% return on yen. 

For further signs of Fed policy, 
traders and investors will be pay¬ 
ing close attention to Fed 
Chairman Alan Greenspan and 
Treasury Secretary Robert Rubin 
who testify today to the House 
Banking Committee on recent 
global financial problems. 

“All eyes are on what Greenspan 
will say” said Bill Bertha, foreign 
exchange manager at Mellon Bank 
in Pittsburgh. “I'll be looking for 
signs as to what his outlook is on 
fee total world situation, how 
grave he thinks it is and whether 
it’s getting better or worse.” 


On Monday, General Motors 
Chairman and CEO John F. Smith 
Jr. called on Fed policy-makers to 
cut interest rates by a half point to 
5% to prevent problems elsewhere 
in fee world from slowing domes¬ 
tic growth.

Analysts had been expecting mine 
cutbacks after the price of nickel 
fell to a 10-year low in July, leav¬ 
ing most producers operating at a 
loss. 

White sugar for October deliv¬ 
ery fell as much as $4.70, or 2.2%, 
to $208.80 a metric ton on the 
London International Financial 
Futures and Options Exchange, its 
lowest since exchange records 
began in 1989. Heavy supplies 
from bumper crops in fee 
European Union and Brazil, com 1 
bined wife sluggish demand for 
imported sugar in Asia and Russia, 
have driven prices down 32% 
since a year ago.

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US bonds rise on rate cut speculation 


US bonds rose, with yields near 
record lows, amid speculation that 
the Federal Reserve and other 
central banks will cut interest 
rates soon to quell global financial 
turbulence and spur growth 

“We see a US economy that’s 
slowing,” and that may give fee 
Fed more leeway to cut rates, said 
Donald Ross, director of fixed- 
income at National City Corp. in 
Cleveland. “Bonds have more 
room to run.” 

The 30-year Treasury bond rose 
9/32, or 52.81 per $1,000 bond, 
pushing its yield down 2 basis 
points to 531 percent Two- year 
note yields - among the securities 
most sensitive to expectations for 
Fed policy - fell 4 basis points to 
4.65%. 

“I think the Fed win cut rates - 
the question is not if but when,” 
said Patricia Larkin of Dreyfus 
Corp. 


Also helping bonds were 
declines in stocks in the US and 
across Europe, which kept up fee 
allure of Treasuries as a less risky 
investment, traders said. 

Bonds Monday recovered from 
losses of about 5/8 to end little 
changed after a statement from 
fee G7 led to speculation a coor¬ 
dinated series of interest rate cuts 
may be imminent. 

“There’s still some thought feat 
fee Fed is going to cut rates soon 
and there’s also talk of a concert¬ 
ed rate cut,” by one or more major 
centra] banks, said William 
Garaba of SG Ccrwen. 

Officials from the G7 'nations 
said inflation is low and falling in 
much of the world, and the “bal¬ 
ance of risks” in the global econo¬ 
my has shifted toward slower 
growth. 

Adding to expectations for 
lower rates, US President Bill 
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Clinton Monday called on coun¬ 
tries around the world to stimulate 
their economies at a time when 
inflation is less of a risk than 
felling prices. 

Today, Fed Chairman Alan 
Greenspan and Treasury 
Secretary Robert Rubin will tes¬ 
tify to fee House Banking 
Committee on recent global 
financial problems, and may 


offer clues about the outlook for 
interest rates. Fed officials next 
meet to set rate policy on 
September 29, after leaving their 
target for overnight lending 
between banks unchanged since 
March 1997. 

“That’s the main event globai- 
ly,” for the next few days, said 
Eric Fish wick, fee international 
economist 3t Nikko Europe. “If 
Greenspan is more relaxed about 
emerging-market threats, and 
plays up the need to be vigilant on 
inflation,” feat will contribute to 
pessimism about a cut in rates. 

Yesterday, a report showing a 
smaller-than-expected gain in 
retail sales in August helped bol¬ 
ster expectations for a rate cut by 
providing signs fee US economy 
may be slowing a bit. The Labor 
Department said retail sales rose 
03% last month, less than fee 03 
percent gain expected by analysts 


surveyed by Bloomberg News. In 
July, sales fell a revised 0.6%. 

“In the context of everything 
else going on, this report may add 
slightly to fee possibility of a rate 
cut this month,” said David 
Resler, chief economist at' 
Nomura Securities International. 
Still, Resler said he's not willing 
just yet to come down one way of 
fee other on whether central bank 
officials will move to cut rates at 
that time. 

Even if the Fed does cut rates, 
some investors said gains may be 
limited for Treasuries, wife yields 
on all government debt already 
below the fed funds rate. 

The yield on fee bellwether 30-“ ■ 
year bond already fell about 1/2 vf 
percentage point in fee past two £* 
months, as stocks slumped amid 
concern slowing economies will 
hurt corporate profits.

It doesn’t matter whether it’s 
West or East, the Atlanta Braves 
have managed to transform the 
tricky task of capturing a .divi¬ 
sion championship into a rather 
blase accomplishment 

As the baseball world lets out a 
collective yawn, the Braves 
clinched their seventh straight 
division crown Monday ( winning 
the NL East with a 4-2 victory 
over the 

Phi ladel phia 
Phillies. 

Atlanta began 
its unprecedent¬ 
ed run of title- 
hoarding in 1991, 
when still a member of the NL 
West under the old two-division 
alignment Since switching to the 
East when baseball went to three 
divisions in each league, the 
Braves have added four more tro¬ 
phies to their collection, the only 
exception being the strike-halted 
season of 1994. 

By winning another division 
title, the Braves moved into some 
exclusive company. Among the 
major pro sports leagues - base¬ 
ball, NFL, NBA and NHL - only 
seven franchises have finished 
first during the regular season at 
least seven times in a row. 

Two NBA teams, the Boston 
Celtics and Los Angeles Lakers, 
are at the top of the list. The 
Celtics won nine straight Eastern 
Division titles between 1957 and 
’65. while the Lakers were 
Pacific Division champions from 
19X2-90. 

The NHL's Montreal 
Canadians won eight straight 
division titles - seven in the 
Norris, another as part of the 
Adams - from 1975-82. 

The list of teams with seven 
straight firsts includes one team 
from each of the four sports. 
Along with the Braves, there’s 
the Los Angeles Rams (NFL 
Western winner, 1973-79): 
Milwaukee Bucks (NBA 
Midwest winner, 1980, Central 
champion, 1981-86); and Detroit 
Red Wings (first overall in the 
six-team NHL, 1949-55). 

The run of 1990s dominance 
also has moved the Braves to the 
brink of the top spot in overall 
division titles since baseball 
went to that format in 1969. the 
Oakland" A’^ have 10 dpjs?is»£:

As the Braves have demon¬ 
strated. regular-season domi¬ 
nance doesn't necessarily trans¬ 
late into postseason success. 
Atlanta has captured just one 
World Series title, which is one 
more championship than the 
Rams and Bucks had during their 
divisional runs, but far fewer 
than the Celtics (eight NBA 
titles) or the Lakers, Red Wings 
anu Canadiens (four champi- 
i enshins each). 


Atlanta won another division 
title even though Marie Wohlers, 
a once-dominant closer, sudden¬ 
ly and inexplicably lost the abili¬ 
ty to throw strikes. 

The bullpen was revamped, 
with former independent leaguer 
Kerry Ligtenberg as the closer 
and journeyman Rudy Seanez as 
the setup man. Even before 
Seanez’s right aim began ailing 
in recent days, the bullpen was 
the biggest ques¬ 
tion mark head¬ 
ing to the post¬ 
season, a hodge¬ 
podge collection 
Sfib'* ranging from the 
fuzzy-faced 
(rookies John Rocker and Odalis 
Perez) to die ancient (43-year- 
old Dennis Martinez). 

Surprisingly, the starring rota¬ 
tion also is somewhat of a con¬ 
cern. Greg Maddux leads die 
majors with a 2.15 ERA but has 
struggled in the second half, 
while Denny Neagle has been 
idle since September 1 because 
of an ailing left shoulder. 

Otherwise, the team appears as 
solid as ever. The Braves lead die 
NL with 204 homers, surpassing 
200 for only the third tune in 
franchise history. 

Thirty-seven-year-old Andres 
Galarraga has hardly looked his 
age, giving the Braves a much- 
needed right-handed bat m (he 
middle of the aider. He has com¬ 
bined with Jones and Javy Lopez 
to give Atlanta three 100-RBI 
players for die first time since 
1970.This is the best team 
we’ve had, without a doubt,” 
third baseman Chipper Jones 
said. 

But there’s a troubling aspect 
to the Braves, who lost 10 of 12 
recently before bouncing back to 
win four of five. 

While bearing up on weaker 
teams hasn’t been a problem, the 
Braves have been rather ordinary 
when facing die better clubs, 
going 5-4 against NL West-lead¬ 
ing San Diego, 4-5 against 
Houston, 3-6 against the Chicago 
Cubs and 1-3 in an interleague 
series against the New York 
Yankees. 

Those are just the kind of 
teams that will be waiting in the 
playoffs. 

; “Without a doubt, the parity in 
’ the„ National League this year is 
: 10 times better has been in past,” 
'Jones said, “ft’s going to be a 
tough road to hoe." 
Nevertheless, it’s on to the post¬ 
season for the Braves, whose 
main obstacle to a fifth World 
Series this decade appears to be 
Houston, playing better than any 
team since acquiring Randy 
Johnson.
